LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 8.—The message of the President reports a gratifying condi- 
tion so far as foreign trade is concerned. I t also recognizes the importance of the in- 
teroceanic canal and offers assurance that this nation does not approve of the dismem- 
berment of China. 

The, fact that the total balance of trade in our favor during the last four years Is 
very much greater than the total increase in the volume of money indicates that this 
nation is largely indebted to Europe and suggests the wisdom of some provision which 
would enable the American people to know at all times the character and extent of 
their foreign indebtedness, 

The increase in the export of manufactures shows that American labor, though 
better paid than foreign labor, is so much more efficient that we can compete success- 
fully in the markets of the world even when handicapped by a tariff on raw materials. 


AMBIGUITY AS TO 
INTEROCEANIC CANAL. i 


The reference to the canal contains some of the uncertainty fnjected into the 
last Republican platform and leaves it doubtful whether the administration favors 
the Nicaragua or the Panama route. There is a widespread suspicion that transcon- 
tinental railroads are using one canal route to d@@eat the other, acting upon the 
principle of the business man who, as a maater Bprvcence subscribed to a pro- 
posed church, and, as a matter of economy, fougi® each suggested location. ’ 

It is to be hoped that this waterway between the two oceans may be speedily se- 
cured, although the new treaty will very materially lessen the value of the canal 
from a defensive standpoint. 

The President's extended and graphic recital of the leading incidents of the Chinese 
trouble, and the causes which led up to:it omits what is thought by many to be 
the leading cause of the anti-foreign feeling in China—viz., the threat of dismem- 
berment by the leading nations of Europe. The better informed citizens of the Chinese 
empire could not fail to know of the general diScussion relative to the territory to be 
taken by the several nations. ‘ 

Neither does the President allude to the fact that our own course in the 
Philippine Islands has aroused the fear that we may at any time feel our- 
selves called upon to assume control of so much of the empire as we have 
avarice to desire and the force to subdue. 

Even the protestations of the President will not entirely quiet the fears of 
those who know of the resolution adupted at the inception of the Spanish war and 
have noticed how the spirit of the resolution has been disregarded. 


GOLD PLANS WAIT— 
SUBSIDIES VS. TRUSTS. 


From the scant attention given to the money question, it would seem that the ad- 
ministration intends to defer, for the present, the carrying out of the further plans 
of the gold monometallists. The gold standard scheme includes two things: 

First, gold as the only standard money; and, second, bank paper as the only 
credit money. The first step was the suspension-of the coinage of silver, the second, 
the limitation of the legal tender qualities of the silver dollar and its retirement by 
the substitution of bonds, which w.ll furnish further facilities for national banks. 

It is interesting to compare the treatment of the ship subsidy bill with 
the treatment of the anti-trust law. The former is warmly approved and 
urged with all the ardor of an enthusiast, while the latter receives but little 


consideration and is dealt with in a perfunctory manner. 

The fact that trust.stocks, with Standard Oil in the lead, have been rising in value 
since tke election, and the further fact that several of the ‘trusts have already cora- 
menced to recoup themselves for campaign expenses, has made no impression upon the 
executive mind. 

An anti-trust bill slumbers in the Senate; it was passed by the House at the open- 
ing of the campaign with scarcely a dissenting voice. There is nothing in the message 
to disturb its quiet repose in the committee,

POWER TO INCREASE 
ARMY TO 100,000. 


The fears expressed by the Democrats, Populists and Silver Republicans i 
been realized, so far as the army is concerned, for while the President has not 
specificially renewed his recommendation of a standing army of a hundred thousand, 
he has asked for about 60,000 regulars, with authority vested in the President to in- 
crease the force at will to one hundred thousand. This is equivalent to a regular 
army of a hundred thousand and enables the Republicans to meet opposition with 
the plea that a part of the army is temporary, just as they argued during the recent 
campaign that the increase was only temporary and that a reduction would be 
made as soon as the war in the Philippines was over. : 

The failure of the President to recommend a large reduction in the war taxes is 
a disappointment, and indicates a purpose to increase, rather than decrease, the ex- 
penses of the government. 

Eight lines in a newspaper suffice for his recommendations in regard to the alien- 
contract law, the eight-hour and an arbitrétion law. It is to be regretted that no ref- 
erence was made to government by injunction or to a legislation extending the Chines 


immigration act. ° 


NOT A SINGLE WORD 
OF SYMPATHY FOR BOERS. 


The fact that the message contains nothing to indicate that our people sympathize 
with the Boers or that our government disapproves of the annthilation of two indepen- 
dent republics was the more noticeable because of the cordial reception recently 
given President Kruger at Paris, 

France, surrounded by monarchies, can raise her voice in behalf of th 
struggling for liberty; but our nation, the greatest republic of history, a 
an ocean rolling on either side, remains silent. Could anything better illus- 
trate the paralyzing influences of imperialism? 

Considerable space is given to the Philippine question. In fact, it is quite evident 
that the President now considers that question of paramount importance.

BY THE PRESIDENT. 


He refers to the instructions given the Commission which he appointed and used to 
administer civil government, and says that the people of the Philippines should be

to set forth specifically the principles which- vat Utioped essential, |

inviolable rules,” and declared that they must be‘igposed upon every Jivision and 
branch of the government of the Philippines, sgt — oe 


The “principles” are nearly all copied verbatim from the 10 amendments adopred 


immediately after the ratification of the constitution. 

The significant thing about this code is that it omits entirely the two 
of greatest importance to the preservation of liberty and the ddministration of :ité 
law. : 
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No mention is made of the doctrine of self-government. There is no trace 
anywhere of the “self-evident truth that governments derive their just pow- 


ers from the consent of the governed.”’ 

The whole plan rests upon the theory that a government can be imposed by 
an outside power, and the subject must obey all rules, orders or decrees emanating 
from the foreign sovereign or disobey at his peril. There is no différence in sub- 
stance between the President’s plan for the government of the American colonies 
or Queen Victoria's plan for the government of India and the Transvaal. 

We are to have a republic in name but an empire in fact; we are to clothe @ 
President wiih the prerogatives of a king. 

But this is not the most striking omission, for the Porto Rican bill gave the 
country some intimation of the intention of the Republican leaders to discard the 


principles of self-government. 


NO TRIAL BY JURY 
FOR THE FILIPINOS. 


One paragraph of the President's instructions to the commission reads as follows: 
‘That in all criminal prosecutions the accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy and 
public trial, to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusation, to be confronted 
with witnesses against him, to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses-in bis 
favor and have the assistance of counseifor his defense.” i 2 
The sixth amendment reads as follows: ! fs 
“In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy the right to a spéedy and 
public trial, by an impartial jury of the state and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed, which district shall have been previously ascertained by lew, 
and to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusation; to be confronted with 


the witnesses against him; to have computsory process for obtaining witnesses jn his 


favor, and to have the assistance of counsel for his defense."’ 
Upon a comparison of the two it will be found that the President has omitted the 


following words: 


“By an impartial jury of the state and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed, which district shall have been previously ascertained 
by law.” ig 

That these words were omitted intentionally is evident, because the rest of the 
amendment is copied literally. It is clearly the intention of the administration to. 
deny to the Filipinos the right of trial by jury. The jury system is not only an 
important but an indispensable part of the administration of justice, although 
there is a belief prevalent among the corporations that we have outgrown it. 

The clause of the sixth amendment omitted from the President's ins 
also provides that the accused shall be tried in his own district, a safeguard s 


considered essential.

Two or three years ago Mme. Schumann- 
Heink came to this country, aimost. un- 
known, as one of the artists engaged by 
Mr. Grau for his New York season of op- 
era. In a short time she had established 
herself as one of the first magnitude stars 
of his “all-star combination,” and madé for 
him much of the money that he Jost in the 
saiaries of artists who brought with them 
their reputations. Since that first season 
Mme. Schumann-Heink has learned some- 
thing of American business methods and 
seems to be still learning. Of one thing, 
however, she has a keen appreciation, 
namely, of her own value, and the Chorai- 
Symphony Society gave its nerves a jar 
when it signed her contract. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink will sing an aria 
entitled ‘‘Viteilia,” from Mozart's opera 
‘Titus,’ a selection but rarely heard and 
exceedingly difficult in its execution. It is 
a recitative written in the accepted form of 
what might be cailed classica: opera. tler 
second number is an aria entitled ‘“‘Gany- 
med," by L. V. Saar of New York, a com- 
pases? unknown but talented composer.

The principal part of the orchestra’s work 
is the “Good Friday Speil,’’ from Parsifal, 
by Wagner. The selection will test to the 
utmost the ability of the performers. Even 
if they are able to play accurately the notes 
of the score there is a weird and mysteri- 
ous Character dependent upon tone quality, 
balance of parts, phrasing, etc., which must 
be brought out by the individual performers 
and the conductor. The Symphony Orches- 
tra has not been so successful in the past 
with its Wagner selections as to make one 
confident that the present number will be 
all that could be desired. The first number 
of the program is the well-known overture, 
*“‘Manfred,"’ bysSchumann. Another part of 
the program sure to we of interest is the 
“Une Nuit a Lisbon,”’ by St. Saens. The 
last number, never performed in St. Louis, 
is entitled ‘‘L’Apprenti Sorcier,’’ by Paul 
Dukas.

CLAIMS THE CRITICISMS WERE 
MOST UNJUST.

BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 8—Mrs. Mary

THIS SEASON. 
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Slaughter and Carcass Display and 
the Sale of a Fine Beef Steer At- 
tracted the Most Distinguished 
Visitors to the Show. 
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CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—As the outcome of the 
anternational Livestock Exposition, which 
has been in progress at the stockyards for 
a week, there will be established in this 
civy two permanent annual stock exposi- 
tig 1s. 

The first will be held in the fall, imme- 
diately after the closing of the state and 
county fairs, and the other will follow in the 
first week in December of each year. The 
early fall meeting will be arranged for the 
breeding classes or fancy stock, while it is 
planned to make the second distinctively a 
fat stock show, to be modeled after the 
great annual show at Smithsfield, England, 
but on a larger scale. 

General Manager Skinner of the present 
exposition announced the foregoing as the 
gSeneral plan mapped out by the promoters 
of the exhibit. The matter will be taken up 
at the next meeting of the National Live- 
Stock Association in Salt Lake City and in 
January Mr. Skinner will meet the presi- 
dent of that association and a committee 
of thrée from each of the national breed- 


ing associations for the purpose of perfect- 
ing arrarngements for the annual shows. 
This meeting will be held in this city. 

One of the most important features of the 
show has been the slaughter exhibit, which 
may lead to important result# in judging. 
The judges of live animals are usually ac- 
curate, but wccasionally mistakes are made. 
If the same sheep, for instance, are entered 
in the carcass competition, the sheep will 
be judged exactly for what they are, and no 
mistake can be made. Through this method, 
owners of cattle, sheep, or swine have 
sometimés demonstrated that, although the 
judges decided against them in the live 
mnimais, when ihe carcasses were ex- 
amined, it was hown that the judges were 
at fault. 

The slaughter occurred Thursday and the 
carcasses were put in cold storage. Some 
time today these carcasses will be brought 
out, when competent judges will pass upon 
its quality and decide whether the sgoensns + 
of the live stock judges were as they ought 
to be.

In 1871 he, with Mr. Hermann Levitzky, 
founded the Beethoven Conservatory of 

usic. In 1874 Mr. Levitzky severed his 
connection with the new enterprise, Mr. M. 
I. Eystein taking his place. Up to the pres- 
ent time the two have remained together, 
and the widespread reputation of the insti- 
tution they have fostered testifies to the 
success of their work. 

Prof. Waldauer was at one time first 
violin in an orchestra conducted by the cele- 
brated leader, Sir Jules Benedict, which 
played for Jenny Lind. Another of his in- 
teresting associations was with Maggie 
Mitchell, for whom he wrote the play ‘‘Fan- 
chon,’’ in which that 
starred for several seasons. He was a fa- 
vorite with Miss Mitchel) and was the re- 
ciplent of handsome gifts from her, one of 
them being a diamond-studded baton. 

Besides being the author of ‘‘Fanchon,”’ 
Prof. Waldauer is the composer of several! 
songs and pieces for the violin. He was well 
qualified as a composer, having been at one 
time the pupil of the renowned musician, 
Molique. 

The later years of his life have been quiet- 
ly spent, Mr. Epstein taking upon himself 
the greater part of the work in connection

Coler received through the foreign mail to- 
day an autograph letter of St. Vincent de 
Paul, the priest who two centuries ago de- 
voted his life to the poor. Mr. Coler bought 
the autograph abroad for $125. 

Comptroller Coler later had the letter 
translated by one of his assistants. As it 
was in old French and many of the words 
were in peculiar script, it took some time, 
but after several hours’ hard study the let- 
ter was found to be as follows: 

‘From Paris, this 19th of September, 1659, 

“Sir—The grace of our Lord be with you 
forever. I have received your letter of the 
2th of August, and have much joy at the 
good account which you give of the mis- 
sions of Loretto. God be praised for the 
graces which he sends to the laborers and 
poor people. I cannot enough thank him 
for the fact that you have taken posses- 
sion of the house of Monsigneur the Cardi- 
nal Bagny. 

“There is reason to hope that God will 
bless those who shall inhabit it, through 
the merit of the kind seigneur who has 
ceded it to you, and for the sake of him 
who has procured it for you. I mean Mon- 
seigneur, the cardinal of Gency, who is ad- 
mirable in his goodness as well as for the 
confidence which he has in the Lord. There 
is, therefore, nothing left for us but to 
admire him in all his virtues, and find our- 
selves confused in the thought of our hav- 
ing gone away from him and his benefits 


in consequence of our unworthy folly. May 
it please our Lord to crown his apostlic 


life with immortal glory and to be himself 
our virtue, in order that we may respond 
to the expectations of this holy cardinal. 

‘We expect tke last decision of Monsig- 
neur, the cardinal Anthoine, regarding cine 
execution of the foundation which he ap- 
proved for Loretto, since he did not wish 
to see him at his last visit. 

“T send you a letter and memorandum 
which have been sent me by M. Rignoux, 
doctor, who has the direction of the priest 
of the grand hospital, of the rehabilita- 
tion of an apostate who has returned to 
the church.

He is on a six 
months’ leave of absence, on account of 
trouble he had with his eyes and his gen- 
eral health He came home from the far 
East several weeks ago, and has since 
spent most of his time in Washington and 
at the home of his parents in Greensboro, 
Ala. Ten days ago he felt himself failing, 
and at once came to this city, taking a 
room in the Army and Navy Club. Last

week Friday evening he felt much im- 
proved, and for several hours devoted him- 
self to his correspondence, which had fallen 
behind.

Ada- 
miral Cervera had taken his Spanish fleet 
into the bottle formed by Santiago harbor. 
Lieut. Hobson amid a storm of shot and 
shell, inserted the cork, and the fame of 
his daring exploit reached every land. Even 
in the eyes of his captors, the enemy, he 
was a hero, and at home he was lionized. 

At that time Admiral Sampson, in an offi- 
cial report, took it for granted that the 
young officer would be suitably rewarded. 
From his native state a legislative demand | 
was made that hé should be given command 
of the Alabama when she went into com-| 
mission. The only reward that Lieut. Hob- 
son has enjoyed is the knowledge of the: 
gratitude of his countrymen. His rank has 
not been increased, his work has been harda- | 
er, and there are those who think that the 
young man has been made to feel that in 
some manner he has incurred the displeas- 
ure of his superiors. 

Throughout the .northern states of the 
lnion there was a strange rejoicing that 
Hobson was a son of the Southland. The op- 
portunity to show that sectional bitterness 
did not: remain to belittle his achievement 
was seized. He was made the victim of 
hero worship in the most violent form. By 
nature a youth of modest and shy spirit, 
he was compelled literally to kiss his way 
through a throng of women—young and 
old, pretty and ugly—from New York to 
San Francisco. That he did not refuse the 
ordeal has been charged against him as 
his only sin. 

Richmond Pearson Hobson was born Aug. 
7. 1870, in Greensboro, Ala. His father, 
J. A. Hobson, was for 25 years probate judge 
of his county. His maternal grandfather 
was Chief Justice Pearson of North Caro- 
lina. Young Hobson’s most charasteristic 
trait as a youth was his idolatry of his 
mother. 

After a course in a small college in Ala- 
bama, Hobson was sent as a cadet to An- 
napolis in 1589. He was graduated in 1889 at 
the head of his class, of which he was the 
youngest member. At the Naval Academy 
he was not popular. This was because of 
his strict adherence to the line of duty 
which he believed his Christian mother | 
would have him follow. He violated many 
of the traditions of the academy, and was | 
disliked for 80 doing. But in the end he 
came out with the respect of all who knew

When war was declared against Spain 
Lieut. Hobson was on the New York, where 
he came under the approving observation 
of Admiral Sampscn. Cervera had crawled 
into Santiago harbor, where the American 
fleet held him, but a Caribbean hurricane 
was due, and when it came it wouid drive 
the blockaders away, Cervera might es- 
cape to prevent offensive American action 
by mere threats. 

Hobson went to Admiral Sampson 
with a plan to sink. a collier in the harbor 
channel at its narrowest point, where it 
was about foyr hundred feet wide. If ihis 
could be ne a problem would be solved 
Admiral mpson gave his approval, and 
the Merrimac, carrying two thousand tons 
of coal, Was prepared fur the _ sacrifice. 
She was stripped of everything that couid 
be taken off. Anchors were so hung at 
bow and stern that they could be released 
without loss of time.

treasurer of the United States, $3,063,000,000

Mr. Muhlemann has prepared for the De- 
cember issue of “Money” a strikingly li- 
teresting article on the “Supply of Money 
for the Nation's Developmént.”

If the bank officers entertained a clew 
as to the perpetrator of the robbery, none 
was divulged at the time, and so far as 
the people of Adair County could surmise 
the depredation was cloaked with absolute 
mystery. 

Like a thunderous peal from a clear 
sky came the sworn statement of C. E. 
Daro, foimerly confidential bookkeeper of 
the bank, at the trial this week, to the 
effeg@ that the banks losses had been 
laid at his door and because of tis sus- 
picion he was forceu to give up his posi- 
tion. «¢ 


Deposition of 
C. E. Daro. 

This testimony was submitted to the 
court in the form of a deposition, including 
Daro's declaration, as follows: 

“IT was at the bank about 11:30 o'clock 
on the night the robbery occurred. I went 
there to wvite a letter and hurried away. 
The board of directors soon after heid 
a meeting and wrote me a letter, accusing 
me of the robbery and forthwith dis- 
pensed with my services.” 

“L,. Daro was then asked this question: 

“Did you, as charged, rob the hirksville 
Bank?’’ 

Answer: “I did not.’’ . 

Daro was considered among the most 

rogressive of the rising generation of 

irksville and had hundreds of friends. He 


‘was a social favorite and his acumen as an 


accountant promised an exceptionally 


bright future. 


He left the service of the bank ostensibly 
to engage in business elsewhere. According 


to recent advices he is now a resident of | 


St. Louis. 
The burglary was effected on the night 
of Nov. 10, 1898, or early in the following 


morning and was discovered some time be-.| 


fore the bank was opened for the day's 
business of Nov. 11. 

The two vaailt doors were wide open, and 
the inner door of the safe. which rested on 
its side at an angle of about 45 degrees, was 
ajar. The deposit box, containing $20,000 in 
currency and bonds to the amount of $15,- 
000, the personal property of Samuel Reed, 
president of the bank, had been emptied. 


Silver Money 
Was Undisturbed. 
Scattered over the floor on the inside of 
the vault was a large quantity of silver 
coin, which, ‘apparently, the robbers con- 


sidered too burdensome to carry away. 
On a shelf of the vault was silver to the 


to or drilling holes into the vault doors, DY 


of wood against the safe doors and ham- 
mering it with a heavy sledge they could be 
forced open by the concussion. 


The Theories 
of Safe Experts. 

The experts emphasized this theory at the 
trial when two of them declared that in this 
manner they could open any safe, no matter 
how burglar proof it might be considered. 

Their plan would be to turn the safe 
slightly on its side, they testified, and in 
so doing the ‘“‘dog’ or the catch part of the 
lock would be forced back and then with 
/no unusual force the door could be opened. 

It was on this plea pfincipally that the 

plaintiffs built their case. The opposition 

| answered with. a poweful array of argu- 
| ments. 

Immediately following the robbery the 
bank telegraphed their various correspond- 
ents and W. lL. Mosler, president of the 
Mosler Safe Co., together with the St. 
Louis representative of that concern, were 
notified and hastened to Kirksville. 

Meanwhile the board of directors held a 
meeting and official annuoncement was 
made that the losses had nowise affected 
the bank. The officials accepted their mis- 
| fortur™ philosophically and the bank con- 
| tinued business, 
| Judge Adams impaneled the jury to try 
the case, but, as noted later in his decision, 
he decided the bank, under the circum- 
stances, was not entitled to recover and the 
jury returned a verdict accordingly. 
Judge Adams’ Opinion 

of the Testimony. 

The ‘‘circumstances,’’ referred to by. 
Judge Adams, are interesting. 

Private detectives were employed to un- 
earth the culprits. As an incentive to their 
endeavors the bank offered a reward of 
$19,000. 

Mr. Mosler, in compay with the detec- 
tives, all arriving on the scene simultane- 
ously Nov. 11, pursued a careful inquiry, 
but no light could they throw on the bur- 
glary theory. Suspicious characters had 
not been seen around Kirksville. No other 
'bank in the county, nor within a n'ghit’s 
|ride of the place, had been the victim of 
| safe openers. 
|. The investigators then sought light on the 
| burglars’ mode of ingress. They ascer- 
|tained that the doors and windows of the 
| bank had been closed. Concealing the lock 

on one of the large windows. which would

‘he hole farthest from the iron knob, il 
be,sed through trom tne outside, the de 
tectives swore, would have made an Impres- 
sion on the iron bar, and to manipulate tne 
lock in any way, the bar wou.d nave to be 
penetrated. They declared there was no 
mark on the iron bar described and that 
the hole on the lett side could not have been 
made except from the inside of the vautt. 
pimilariy did they hold with reterence >) tne 
second vauit door. 

The idea was entertained that wires had 
been run into these holes and thereby 
worked open the iocks. 

The experts summoned on behalf of the 
plaintiffs were wiliing to concede the strong 
tenability of these cheories, but they diu 
not in the least doubt that by means of a 
battering ram held in position by ropes 
suspended from a fulcrum the safe could be 
turned on its side, the time lock stoppeu 
and entrance gained without a particle of 
damage to the safe. 

Every safe company of importance 
throughout the country watched. the out- 
come of the case with deep interest. 

The question as to the worth of expert 
testimony with reference to safe deposits 
was not of little moment. 


Was It Technically 
a Real Burglary? 

After reviewing the main facts of the case 
and the contention set up by the defend- 
ants, Judge Adams said: 

“The only issue left is the issue with re- 
spect to the character of the abstraction of 


the money in question; the issue being now 
as to whether there was a felonious ab- 
siraction by burgiars from the safe after 
entry had been made into the safe by the 
use of tools or explosives, operative upon 
the safe, that is, ‘thereupon.’ Now, this 
issue may be reduced considerably. Without 
A@ily GUuvlt the evidence venus .Oo show tnat 
there was a felonicus abstraction of money 
and there is evidence tending to show that 


within the vault. 

“‘Now, the oniy question that is left which 
troubles me is this: Was that abstraction 
SO made by burgiars from the safe after 
entry had been made into the safe by the 
usé of tools or explosives operative upon it? 

“So you see you have gotten down to a 
preity narrow point in this case. 
Claims that he has introduced evidence te id- 
ing to show that this was so; the deiendant 


has been asked in this case, contends chat 
there was no such evidence or not suflicieat 
ev.dence of the kind. 

“The evidence shows without contradic- 
tion that there was not any mark upon he 
safe, produced by anything that was app.r- 
ert upon the morning of the Iilth after the 
discovery of the abstraction of the money. 
The evidence al... shows that no tools or 
explosives were tound in the vault. Piain- 
tiff seeks to supplement this proof by the 
introduction of the testimony of experts tv 
the effect that such a safe as this could 


have been opened by concussion produc d 
by a heavy sledge upon a timber placed 
evidence also that i.

jamming.”’ 
Judge Discusses 
Burglars’ Tools. 
The court then went into an elaborate dis- 
cussion of the meaning of burgiars’ tools, 


and while doubting that a sledge or other 
|contrivance said to have been used prop- 


erly comes under the scope of such tools, 
admits they are such for the purposes of 
the inquiry. It belleves further that ihe 
jury has a right to draw rational and rea- 
sonable inferences, but the court rules 
there is no evidence indicating that such 
tools were used, and this plea is therefore 
untenable. 

He cites as an example that if one found 
a tree down on his premises, and there wa; 
no proof whatsoever as to the appearance 
of a mark made by an ax about the tree, it 
would not be reasonable to assume that the 
destruction had been wrought with an ax. 

Next, Judge Adams held there was not 
the slightest bit of ocular evidence that 
any ram was employed and no*such ham- 
mering, which the experts say would oc- 
hank m 16 to 4 minutes, could be prac- 
ti bv a person inflicting the blows that 
were necessary even though they used a

Hole Bored 
From the Inside. 

He then refers to the drills used in bor- 
ing holes through the vaults and contends 
that one was bored from the inside of the 
vault, and adds: “I am not dealing with 
the weight of presumption, but I am only 
llustrating how unsafe it is to indulge in 
speculation. That hole was bored not by 
a burglar to get into the safe; that hole 


was bored unquestionably by somebody to 
cover up his tracks. 

Following an exposition of the various 
arguments by the experts to support their 
theory, Judge Adams says: 

“Evidently the ones that did this work 
knew something about safes. They knew 
very well that the mechanism of the lock 
on the safe was of that character that, if 
they would turn the safe over on its left 
side, the locking dog. by reason of the 
weight and gravity of the implement, would 
tend to drop out of its locking catch and 
that, aided by concussion which would be 
produced, possibly might cause the door 
to open. I am not saying by the turning 
over itself the gravity of the lock drop- 
ping down would itself unlock the device. 
Now, they knew that. They pretended to 
come in at the window when they hadn't 
got through the window; they pretended to 
open the door by boring a hole through it 
when they hadn't done it, and I am in- 
clined to think that the first hole which 
they bored closé to the dial on the face of 
the vault was bored as a ruse; for, as I 
understand the testimony about this, I am 
inclined to think that that hole was never 
opened for the purpose of opening that 
door. Why? I believe that the tumblers of, 
that lock which were at the back of that 
door, were not disturbed by the boring; if 
so, the lock of the door was not opened 
by boring. The result is that that door 
was opened some other way. There were 
a great many cautious and very careful de- 
vices and schemes to avoid detection: to 
make it appear to be the work of burglars 
from the outside. 


Judge Decides 
Against the Bank. 

After declaring the falsity of these the- 
ories, and dwelling on the belief that there 
is no physical evidence of-any tool having 
been used, Judge Adams concluded as fol- 
lows: 

“This state of facts presents to the court 
and the jury that state of uncertainty, that 
State of simple conjecture, which under 
no» circumstnaces should be the bass of 
taking property from one and bestowing it 
upon another. 

“Your property you would not like to 
have taken upon any such Zuess work as 
that, and I shall not permit you to take 
anybody else's property under that kind of 
guess work. It seems so to me, gentlemen, 
and, under the views which I have of ths

Counsel for plaintiff moved for a new 
trial, and this motion wiil be argued at 
the May term of the Federal Court.

Every Week of War Makes the Pros- 
pect Worse—Kitchener’s Rigorous 
Press Censorship.

LONDON, Dec. 8.—The World and Post- 
Dispatch special information during the 
past months regarding the extreme gravity 
‘of the South African situation, was fully 
‘corroborated by Secretary Joseph Chamber- 
lain’s admissions and his change of policy. 
“ The dispatch of Nov. 24 stated: ‘Private 
}advices declare that famine throughout the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State is 
inevitable.”’ 

This was the first public information or 
suggestion of such a calamity, and the 
House of Commons was amazed and ap- 
paled when Secretary Chamberlain said: 
| 


‘I am prepared to admit we are face to 
face with the possibility of something like 
‘a famine in eOnsequence of the destruc- 
tion caused.,”’ 

The World and Post-Dispatch information 
induces the fear that Secretary Chamber- 
lain’s conciliation policy comes too late; 
the evil is wrought and appears ineradica- 
ble. Racial animosities aroused cannot be 
extinguished except by the supremacy of 
the Dutch majority which England will 
not tolerate. Secretary Chamberlain does 
not even believe in such professions of con- 
ciliation, as he makes his real reliance in 
separating the Orange Free Staters from 
the Transvaalers by the offering better 
terms to the former. Racial unity, howev- 
er, is a sacred passion with the Dutch and 
no wedge can be introduced. 

The present violent eruption of Dutch 
feeling in Cape Colony was also foretold 
by World and Post-Dispatch advices when 
the press here was representing the crisis 
as past and that an era of pacification had 
arrived. 

Gen. Kitchener, not content with his rig- 
‘orous press censorship, has expelled all 
inewspaper correspondents except those of 
'Reuters’ Agency from the new colonies. 
| Every week the war drags on makes 
|worse the prospect, even if England could 
afford to be indifferent to the moral strain 
and financial responsibilities it involves, 

The mine owners are panic stricken at 
Secretary Chamberlain's plain hint that 
the general wealth of the new colonies 
be utilized to pay the bill. This may throw 
the capitalists who provoked the war into 
the arms of Dutch, further intensifying the 
tremendous complications that imperialism 
‘has brought upon the British empire. 

The war office announces that a gratuity 
will be paid to every officer and man who 
|has served in South Africa since Oct. 10, 
1899. The least amount will be £5. It is 
roughly estimated that it will take £1,000,(0) 
to complete thc payment.

HURT BY MAD HORS 


CONSTABLE MARSH WAS THROWN 
FROM BUGGY. 


RECEIVED MANY INJURIES 


Frightened Horse Dashed Through 
Crowded East St. Louis Streets, 
Endangering Lives.

Louis, was picked up in an unconscious

All Securities Enjoyed End of 
Week Boom. . 


FEW OFFERS AND MANY BUYERS 


SUBURBAN SECURITIES TEMPO- 
RARILY IGNORED BY TRADERS. 


Situation Said to Mean That Traffic 
Agreement, or Closer Relation Be- 
tween Rivals Will Be Formed 
to Their Mutual Advantage. 


. Extraordinary strength was shown by 
the securities of the St. Louis Transit 
and United Railways companies on the St. 
Louis Stock Exchange Saturday, transac- 


tions being heavier than ever before in 
the. history of these listings on the Ex- 
change and there being an advance of full 
two points in Transit, from 17% Friday to 
19%, 3% points. in United Railways pre- 
ferred from % to 6% 
the 4s of the United Railways Co., 
selling at 84%. 

Reason for the sudden upward spurt in 
the issues of the syndicate street railway 
lines of this ¢ity was not lacking, a pau- 
city._of offerings and general increase in the 
number 6f bnyers being witnessed for the 
first time since the deal was consummated 
by which Brown Bros. consolidated the St. 
Louls street railways. 

Local financial circles discussed the sud- 
den soaring in the prices of the securities 
with much interest and many rumors were 
afloat during the rest of the day as to the 
cause of the sharp appreciations. As far as 
that is concerned, however, Fourth street 
has been filled with vague stories concern- 
ing the transit company for the last six

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Rallway or allow the latter company to be- 
come a most formidable competitor. 

“The St. Louis & Suburban has, at this 
very moment, bills before the City Council 
of St. Louis, which, if passed, will give ita 
complete belt line of the city of St. Louts, 
and which cannot but mean the gaining of 
inestimable advantages.”’ 

“With its present profitable branches,

CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—Sirloin steak, $18; 
porter house steak, $20; extra sirloin steak 
(for four), $382; roast beef (per cut), $11; ten- 
derloin steak (two pounds), $27; soup bone, 
per pound, 50 cents. 

These prices are high, but one must pay 
at this rate if he buys steaks from the 
careass of Advance, the prize steer, which 
was svld to the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
New York, at the fat-stock show for $1.50 
a pound on the hoof.

The Mayor’s feeble attempt at investigation came to noth- 
ing, as everyone knew it would. Both will and intelligence 
were needed to get at the bottom of the matter, and neither 
Was employed. 

We may hope that the subject will be probed to the bottom 
and the scandal thoroughly ventilated by the @ouncil. That 
body owes it as a public service that the work of investi- 
gation be impartial and exhaustive. The charges are clearly 
formulated. ‘The evidence is easily obtainable and a conclu- 
gion d¥finite and satisfactory can be speedily reached—if the 
Council goes at the work determined to get at the truth and 
do justice to all concerned.

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WAR AGAINST WOMEN AND CHILDREN, 


The following excerpt from a letter, written by a Scotch 
Fusileer in South Africa, makes interesting reading: 

I think the war is nearly come to a close, and that 
brave race of people talked about, called Boers, has 
vanished. 

We go out once or twice a week for two, three and 
sometimes five days, and have a little sniping, burn a 
few farms, get a few chickens and ducks and fodder, 
corn, etc., and return home. 

We went out for five days last week under Gen. 
Barton; the weather was grand, both night and day. 
We burnt about twenty farms, and all the furniture 
inside them—some splendid pianos and organs were 
burnt, and it was pitiful to see the mothers patting 
their jittle sons on the neck and pacifying them. , 

We took out £6000 worth of stuff from Botha’s farm 
—cattle, grain, forage, wagons, etc. The young wom- 
en knelt down and prayed—Bible in hand—and I as- 
sure you the tears rolled down my cheeks for a mo- 
ment when I was ordered to smash and set fire toa 
splendid set of furniture and a piano at a house 
where an yld lady, three nice young girls and a boy 
were imploring me to spare them their furniture. 

But, on the whole, these five-days out were a picnic 
to all of us. 

And this is war on a weak people fighting for independence 
@s conducted at the close of the nineteenth century by a 
nation which boasts of its enlightenment.

Grave Opened. 


THE WIFE IS NOW SUSPECTED 


BELIEVED THAT SHE TOOK A 
LOOK AT THE CORPSE. 


Thought to Have Opened the Grave to 
Satisfy Herself That Merrick Was 
Dead, So She Could Marry Again 
—She Has Disappeared. 
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PRINCETON, Ky., Dec. 8.—Just as much 
mystery surrounds the Merrick grave rob- 
bery case as on the day after the announce- 
ment that the body of Frank Merrick had 
been removed from the place where it was 
buried. 

The mystery will not be solved until the 
grave is opened, but, strange to say, while 
in doubt himself, the father of Frank Mer- 
rick, old man Robert Merrick, will not con- 
sent to the undertaking. It has been 
thought that he would recede, but he does 


not. 

Instead of Frank Merrick’s body being 
stolen it is now claimed by some that the 
grave was | opened for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether or not the coffin con- 
tained Merrick’s body. As his widow was 
not with him in his last sickness or death, 
and as she was so positive in swearing to 
her widowhood when she obtained her mar- 
riage license, it is thought she had some- 
thing to do with the grave being opened. On 
the other hand some believe his body has 
been removed. At any rate the grave has 
undoubtedly been tampered with. 


Grave Was 
Tampered With. 


James Merrick, a cousin of Frank Mer- 
rick, who lives near the graveyard, was the 
last man to leave the grave ‘except the 
tramp, and he made certain marks on the 
mound so that in case it was tampered with 
he could detect it. James Merrick was away 
from hume in the early part of the night, 
but he watched the dave during the latter 
part, expecting that an attempt would be 
made to remove the corpse, but he saw 
nothing. 

The nent morning he found most of the 
marks, but there were unmistakable signs 
to show that some one had exhumed the 
body. In the meantime, in the early part of 
the evening, a tightly-covered wagon with 
the driver concealed was seen by the neigh- 
bors to Issue from the lane leading to the 

raveyard. The horses were whipped to a 
Creack-neck speed and the vehicle went in 
the direction of Cadiz. 

It was early last winter that the wedding 
occurred that is responsible for the present 
mystery. At that time Frank Merrick, an 
unassuming young farmer of Trigg County.

For a space of six weeks all went lovely 
and both were happy. The young man’s 
parents changed their first opinion of «the 
girl-wife. But when spring arrivéd the 
couple separated. Merrick loved his young 
spouse fondly, and never did he seem to 
blame her. 


She Demanded a 

Thousand Dollars. 

For months they lived apart, the husband 
making desperate efforts to get back his 
wife. At last she promised to return, on 
the condition that he raise for her $1000. 
She prompted him to go West and secure 
the money in some manner. He resorted 
to forgery, first practicing on a small bank 
at Kuttawa, in this state. He met with 
such success that he forthwith visited IIli- 
nois, Missouri, Texas and Arkansas, forg- 
ing checks for large amounts in numerous 
cities and towns. In most instances the 
firm name of R. U. Kevil & Sons, millers, 
ss ri was signed. 

Vhile the man was doing the woman's 
bidding she became infatuated with a cer- 
tain James Moore of this county. He is 2 
middle-aged farmer, very ordinary and con- 
sidered poor. Mrs. Merrick soon announced 
her intention of marrying her new suitor 
and on the spur of the moment filed a suit 
for divorce. In her Pection she charged 
cruelty and intimated to rsons in this 
city that her husband was the one who had 
committed the sensational forgeries. 


Merrick Was ae 
Soon Arrested. 

Frank Merrick had been suffering with 
bowel consumption and had come home to 
die.

The Portuguese-Holland Af- 
fair Is Her Doing, 


LITTLE HOLLAND IS HELPLESS 


LANDSDOWNE IS BEHIND PORTU- 
GAL WITH THE BRITISH NAVY. 


Toe British Channel Squadron Was 
Sent to Lisbon as a Warning to 
Other Powers to Keep Their 
Hands Strictly Off. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—Though the trouble be- 
tween Holland and Portugal can scarcely re- 
sult in war, it is far more serious and inter- 
esting than generally regarded here. Great 
Britain is concerned in the affair more 
deeply than appears on the surface, for it 
is learned that it is due to a British pro- 
test to Portugal that the exequatur of 
Herr Pott, the Dutch consul at Lourenzo 
Marques was withdrawn, and the visit of 
the powerful British fleet to Portuguese 
waters is something more than a coincid- 
ence. The Lisbon press frankly declares it 
was intended as a warning demonstration 
to other nations to keep their hands off 
Portugal. 

The British officials also do not hesitate 
to admit their government's readiness to 
back up the action which Portugal! 
took at its request. Hence, Holland can do 
little more than gracefully make the best 
of a bad job, unless she receives the sup- 
port of some of the great powers, which 
is a very remote.contingency. 

The temporary withdrawal of the Nether- 
lands minister at The Hague, though of- 
guese minister at The Hague, though of- 
ficially belittled, is the sequence of serious 


friction, the details of which were known 
to the British secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, the Marquis of Landsowne, 
some weeks ago.

From Hugo de Bathe. 


HE ACHED TO BE A _ HERO 


SOUGHT A STAFF APPOINTMENT 
IN LONDON. 


Failing There, He Went to South Af- 
rica, but Found No Encouragement 
and Decided Not to Be a 
Soldier. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—Mrs. Langtry has sep- 
arated from her husband, Hugo de Bathe, 
it is currently reported. 

There are no divorce laws in the Island 
of Jersey, where she herself got the license 
to wed him on the spur of the moment one 
year ago last July. But it is thought that a 
divorce can be arrange®& somehow, even if 
it should be necessary for her to obtain a 
domicile in England or in the United 


States. 

When Hugo de Bathe went to the war in 
South Africa no doubt both he and his wife 
had visions of his returning covered with 
glory. Although the heir to a baronetcy 
and to large estates in England, he only 
shone in society with the reflected luster 
of his wife, a noted beauty and actress. 

At the time of the marriage De Bathe was 
°8 vears old. Mrs. Langtry was 47—19 years 
older. The wedding took place soon after 
the death of Mr. Langtry, with whom Mrs. 
Langtry had not lived for many years, 
though she bore his name until he died. 

Sir Henry Percival de Bathe cut his son 
off for marrying Mrs. Langtry, it was re- 
ported, and afterward the story spread 
that they had separated, as they were no 
longer seen together in public. 

ve Bathe went to South Africa last De- 
cember while his wife was preparing an 
American tour. She reached there in Jan- 
uary with her gowns and “The Degener- 
ates,’’ and had much to say and do about 
the war, aiding to raise money 
wounded, reciting Kipling’s ‘‘Absent- 
Minded Beggar’ on the stage and ejse- 
where, and in various ways displaying fer- 
vent patriotism, the effect of which was 
heightened by the fact that she had a hus- 
band presumably at the front.”’ 

De Bathe sought in London a good staff 
appointment. but without success. Candid 
friends told him effort in London was hope- 
less and advised him to go to Cape Town. 
There, they said, men are needed and the 
jobs are for Johnny-on-the-Spot. 

He lost somewhat in popularity on the 
voyage. In fact, his steamer companions 
were bored with stories of what he was go- 
ing to do. 

The staff appointment was 
elusive in Cape Town. 

‘Go to the irregular troops,’’ friends told 
him now. “Try Brabant’s Horse, the South 
African Light Horse, Bethune’s, the Ilmpe- 
rials.”’ 

He went and suggested that he be made 
a captain. The best offer he could get was 
a chance to enlist as a trooper.

PARIS, Dec. 8.—The municipal council of 
Grenoble has voted a large appropriation to 
erect a bronze statue of the famous chim- 
panzee “‘Charlemagne,’’ who has just died 
there. 

He was brought to Grenoble by Explorer 
Marvotte, and for nine years had enjoyed 
the freedom of the town, being allowed to 
enter every home and to help himself to 
anything in the vegetable and fruit shops. 

Charlemagne, who was perfectly tame, 
dressed like a laborer, though he preferred 
to. travel on all fours. He used to sit with 
the card players in the cafes or by the fish- 
érmen at the river bank by the hour, 10o0k- 
ing to be the wisest and most sedate crony 
among them. Five years ago he rescued a 
child who had fallen in a well, by going 
down and climbing back by the help of the 
rope and the projections of the wall. No- 
body was present but the drenched child, 
who told the story. 

Charlemagne was also a gredt favorite at 
the children’s hospital. Thefe he spent 
hours playing in the different wards with 
infinite kindness. His funeral was attended 
by the whole population. 

Only one other French city possesses a

ENGLISH VIEW ON THE CANAL. 


No Amendments Will Be Accepted to 
the Treaty Now Before Our 
Senate. 

LONDON, Dec. 8.—The Nicaragua canal 
creates only mild interest in England. ‘The 
long cable dispatches, dealing with the 
probable action of the United States Sen- 
ate in its deliberations, are read by the 
general public with comparative little in- 
terest and less understanding. The report 
that the British government has in any 
way indicated its willingness to accept the 
amended treaty is utterly false. In fact, 
the indications such as they are, point to

LONDON, Dec. 8—The fox chase near 
Aliwal North exceeds in interest anything 
done in Parliament, where the debate on the 
address is articificial and £16,000,000 repre- 
sents only a small fraction of the amount 
needed for winding up the war. Gen. Kitch- 
ener’s dispatch posted in the war office dur- 
ing the evening contained evidence that De 
Wet was hard pressed, since all his pris- 
oners except the offi.cers taken at De- 
wetsdrop had been released and a gun had 
been captured by Knox’s forces. He has 
repeated the tactics which were effective 
when he was pursued through Lindley and 
Rhenoster to the Vaal. 

When his advance was cut off toward the 
Orange River, De Wet marched northeast 
for two days, and then turning about 
doubled southeast upon his own tracks, 
crossing the Cledon*and heading for Oden- 
dal. The British mounted force remained 
in hot pursuit and when he came into 
touch with the garrison at Aliwal North he 
again retired eastward. 

It is not clear from the meager dis- 
patches whether the road through Boux- 
ville to Wepener is still open to him. If 
it be closed he may be run down in the 
southwest corner of the Orange River 
colony. Gen. Kitchener has evidently made 
the capture of De Wet the first object of 
his campaignu and is not leaving a stone 
unturned. Gen. MacDonald has been sent 
to Aliwal North and Knox’s forces include 
several mobile mounted columns, 

The explanation offered for the return 
of the household cavalry when mounted 
forces are needed for pursuing the guerilla 
bands, is that it was too heavily ac- 
coutered and armed for mobile operations. 
If this be true, the British army will have 
to depend in time of war upon mounted 
bodies of yeomanry and colonials for a 
cavalry service. The suggestion has al- 
ready been made that a permanent body of 
cavalry reserves can be recruited in Can- 
ada and Australia. This force would not 
be called upon to perform work in the 
colonies, but would receive pay as reserves 
from the imperiat’ government during 4a, 
time of peace, and be liable for service in 
war time for the defense of the empire at 
the highest rates paid for local miNtary 
service in Canada and Australia. Advo- 
cates of this plan assert that ten thousand 
cavalry reserve could be enrolled in Can- 
ada and the same number in Australia. 


GERMANS FEAR THE POLES 


They Are Said to Be Increasing and 
the Emperor Has Begun a Sys-, 
tematic Anti-Pole Crusade. 


BERLIN, Dec. 8.—The official Berliner 
Correspondenz, in a long series of articles 
headed ‘“‘The Polish Danger,’’ reviews t 
recent enormous progress of -the Pole 
politically and economically, and their nu 
merical increase as showing imminent dan- 


ger that the provinces of Posen-West Pru- 
sia, East Prussia and Upper Silesia will 
become entirely Slavicized in spite of all the 
government measures taken against such 
a result and the Polization of a large num- 
ber of districts within the industrial prov- 
inces of the Rhine and Westphaiia, quoting 
official figures in support of the statemenis 
made, ‘ 

The semi-official papers have taken up the 
subject, claiming it is not Omiy a danger 
for Prussia, but for entire Germany. 

In government circles it is concurrently 


reported the Emperor William intends to/ 


inaugurate a systematic, carefully planned, 
anti-Polish campaign, for which he wants 
a strong national supporting element. 

The correspondent was officially informed 
that the reports since 1897 show a uniform 
decrease of Germans in the Polish prov- 
inces, in gpite of the German colonization 
fund of 200,000,000 marks and the strong 
government influences. 


STANDS UP FOR HIS WIFE. 


Mr. Milne Wants Her to Write as She 
Will, but Reserves His Opinion. 

LONDON, Dec. 8—Rev. Mr. George 
Milne, formerly so well known as a Chicago 
minister, has come to the rescue of his 
wife’s reputation. Mrs. Milne’s. book, 
“Wooings and Weddings in Many Climes,”’ 
has created a newspaper controversy, in 
which she was held up as a believer in the 


equality of the sexes. Correspondents were 
wondering what Mr. Milne thought of his 
wife's ideas and whether they would re- 
sult in an unhappy marriage. 

Mr. Milne writes to the Daily News, de- 
claring he is a stanch believer in the ine- 
quality of the sexes, but is most happily 
married. Should his wife ever descend to 
the ranks of the blue stockings he fears he 
will quickly seek a divorce. 

“In heaven's name,” he declares, “‘let 
women write while they wield a womanly 
pen. 

He has no fault to find with his wife, 
whose writings he admires, except that she 
will write at night.

Several demand that 
he be tried for high treason, having <di*- 
closed state secrets. Jean Jaures, the 
great Socialist chief, writes: 

‘Neither the English nor the French peo-

ple want to fight. They know and esteem 
each other. Subsidized political knaves are 
responsible for the friction. Such men as 
Chamberlain and Mercier, in whichever — 
country they happen to be found, ought te 
be put to death without any more formality 
than is used to get rid of mad dogs. Phey 
are public, universal calamities.” 

Gen. Mercier's wife is English and he 
owns large estates in England.

CITY ON WHEELS FOR TEMPLARS 


Sleepers Bearing Knights to Triennial 
Conclave Will Be Packed 
and Guarded. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 8.—The Knights 
Templars executive committee, which is 
preparing for the Louisville triennial con- 
clave, to be held Aug. 27-30 next, today an- 
nounced plans for the accommodation of 
visitors to the celebration. 

A “City on Wheels” will be established 
near the National League Ball Park, within 
a 10-minutés’ car ride of the heart of the 
city. Accommodations will there. be prc- 
vided for about 4000 Templars and their 
friends in the sleeping and dining cars that 
bring them to Louisville.

“Under a law which became effective Aug. 
21, 1895, all building and loan associations in 
Missouri were exempted from the law 
against usury and were permitted to loan 
money at a higher rate of interest than the 
legal rate of 8 per cent.

The borrowing. stock- 
holders, it is evident, are more than se- 
cure.._All they have to do is to turn in 
their stock certificates and collect their face 
value. eBsides that they have the advan- 
tage already described.’ 

Mr. Jourdan said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“This assignment is simply a matter of 
protecting the non-borrowing stockholder 
against the borrowing.members. The many 
suits brought against the company, with 
those already decided against it, piled up 
expenses at a ruinous rate and made self- 
defense imperative. Under the™-recent de- 
cisions the borrowing stockholders had all 
the advantage. 

“Under this system withdrawals became 
frequent. Any stockholder who is dissatis- 
fled has the right, after giving 30 days’ no- 
tice, to present his certificate of Stock and 
demand payment. Withdrawals became so 
numerous that the association is at leagt 
nine months behind in that matter alone. 
The assignment made today will serve to 
stop litigation against the concern and give 
it an opportunity to settle its affairs and 
go out of business.

General Chairman Newman Explains 
the Calling Out of Telegraphers. 
WICHITA, Kan., Dec. 8.—General Chair-

off by me personally and notice of 
settlement of ail your grievances ac- 
knowledged. Said notice must be 
vouched for by our local representa- 
tives. You will turn your boards red 
for the protection of life and proper- 
ty, and leave them in that position 
permanently. Carefully protect all 
company pronerty in your care or

New Laws Which 
They Want Enacted. 

Among the chief legislative accomplish- 
ments of the National Association of Credit 
Men may be mentioned the enactment of a 
law in several states preventing a dealer 
from selling out a steck of goods in bulk 


without providing for the payment of the 
debts against it. This law prevents the per- 
petration of fraud on the part of the un- 
scrupulous and dishonestly inclined on the 
wholesaler and manufacturer and the 
throwing of bankrupt stocks on the mar- 
xet in direct competition with the honest 
retailing. Such stocks as a general rule are 
sold out at “below cost.’ This can be done, 
because little or nothing is paid for the 
goods to the wholesaler and manufacturer. 
The honest retailer cannot compete with 
such prices. It is estimated that this is the 
cause of a large percentage of failures in 
this country. By eradicating these failures, 
through the operation of such a law, this 
commercial disease can be largely over- 
come.

Nothing is more fully illustrative of 
the extent of the Galveston flood than to 
say that no one in Galveston knows how 
many people were lost. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch pyt this 
question to more than 20 conservative 
men in the city and their estimates 
ranged from 6000 to 10,000. None of 
them thought less than 6000 people died 
in the city alone; some of them thought 
as many as 8000 city people were lost. 
They are all agreed that fully 2000 peo- 
ple were lost down the island and along 
the mainland shore, 

Galveston itself would like to know 
just how many people were destroyed 
and every possible means of deterimina- 
tion has been employed. The city d’rec-

Through these several channe!s have 
come the names of 4462 persons known 
to be dead. Think of it? More than 
4000 actual names of the dead in a sea- 
port where thousands of people were 
constantly coming and going; where sea- 
men and wharf workers and all the tran- 
sients of a seaport, some bringing their 
families for a week or a month, made 
the population greater in the cotton ship- 
ping months of the fal! than at all other 
times of the year; where foreigners, by 
reason of the sea, were more numerous 
than in any other city in Texas—lItalians 
and Austrians and many Greeks and, 
more than all others, many thousands of 
negroes! Think of collecting more than 
4000 names of lost citizens in a city like 
this, where thousands of people were 
without place in any directory or any 
affiliation in church or lodge, and were 
little known to each other! 

Galveston people are not parading all 
they know about the loss of life. It could 
not be expected that they would. Yet 
they are not withholding any part of the 
truth from those who come to inquire. 
They do not attempt to hide the fact that 
the enrollment in the public schools is 
now 2000 less than it was before the 
storm and that the vote in the city has 
fallen off 1500, despite the general ob- 
servance that the men drowned were 
greatly outnumbered by the women and 
children.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The secre- 
tary of war today sent to the Senate 
reports of the board of engineers 
concerning the effects of the Galves- 
ton storm of Sept. 8 on the jetties in 
the vicinity of that city. The board 
finds that $1,500,000 will be necessary 
to repair the jetties at Galveston and 
$175,000 for the repair of the Brazos 
River jetties. The board places the 
le 3 of life at 5000. The damage to 
fortifications is placed at $992,000, 
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Over on the east side of the city, where 
Galveston was built right up to the beau- 
tiful beach, the island is just as the storm 
left it—swept clean as the beach itself. In 
this stretch along the gulf 2500 homes 
were swept from the face of the earth 


*and every trace of their foundations, the 


avenues and esplanades, the shade trees 
and sidewalks, so completely obliterated 
that no proof exists on the site itself that 
more than 2000 homes were ever there. 
In this district the island is still nude 
as nature made it before Galveston was 
built. Occasionally there is a row of 
tents where the homeless are living until 
they can build a home, and here and 
there is a small frame house, built with 
relief money sent into the city. The tents 
are always closed. The people in them 
wete not always tenters. They had com- 
fortable home and pride and if their 
homes are gone their pride is still there 
in such measure that the occupants of the 
tents are only seen as they have need to 
come out. There will be no rapid recon- 
struction in this district. Not that the 
people are afraid to go back where the 
storm did its worst, but because nine- 
tenths of those who dwelt there by the 
sea are dead.

The chil- 
dren he meets, the wives he sees, the 
homes along his way—they. were spared 
to so many he sees every day, and he 
sheds no tears, at least none where any 
can see. He has the spirit of this gen- 
tleman, who said to the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch: : 

“IT can’t afford to shed tears, though 
I lost my wife, my four children and 
my home.

THE SCHOOLS. 
OHN W. HOPKINS is the superin: 
J tendent of public schools at Gal- 
veston. The Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch found Mr. Hopkins in a small of- 
fice room in the Ball High School. Ev- 
eryone who read of the storm will re- 
member the Ball High School. It was a 
beautiful building in the very center of 
Galveston, and many persons took ref- 
uge within it the night of the storm. 
Now it is a sorry wreck, with the en- 
tire east end crushed in and the desks 
of the children showing bare from the 
street. When the rain falls it wets thia 
wreck of a fine building from top to 
bottom, sparing only the little room in 
which the superintendent has taken ref: 
uge. Mr. Hopkins said: 

“We have reopened the schools, and 
have provided accommodations and 
teachers for a half-day session for ev- 
ery pupil desiring to attend. We shall 
improve this as we are able, and with- 
in the next two months we ought tc 
have room enough to have a whole-day 
session. The storm has done a terrible 
work with our school system. Before it 
struck we had 5000 pupils and 11¢ teach- 
ers. Now we have but 300 pupils and 69 
teachers. The storm has taken 2000 of 
our boys and girls. I estimate that 
something more than 1000 of these were 
drowned, and that the remainder have 
either left the city or are boys who 
were compelled to go to work and have 
pot returned for enrollment. Think of 
it! More than 1000 school children 
drowned in a night! Of itself it would 
have been one of the worst catastro- 
phes the world has known, and when we 
reckon the parents of half these ghil- 
Gren died we get an insight into the 
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immensity of destruction the storm 
caused. In the districts facing the gulf 
we have very few children left. They 
were numerous there, too, and a splen- 
did army of litth men and women. That 
60 many of them should have been 
drowned is almost beyond belief. 

“The loss in school property was enor- 
mous. Repairs being made upon the 
Rosenberg School, which cost $80,000, will 
cost $9200; the Ball High School, a $135,- 
900 building, is damaged to the extent of 
$15,000, and no repairs are being made; 
the Denver Resurvey School was en- 
tirely destroyed.

“Immediately after the flood I issued 
an appeal to the school children of the 
United States to contribute money for 
the reconstruction of our schools. We 
have no money of any sort available, 
and are dependent upon charity from the 
outside world. We have’ received, in 
response to these appeals, $18,000, and 
this has been applied to repairs upon 
the four buildings now in use. The 
school children of New York City will, 
we understand, send us an additional 
320,000. Repairs upon the school build- 
ings left standing, without attempting 
to reconstruct those swept away, will 
cost $75,000. We can only look to char. 
ity for it, for the city and the taxpayers 
here have other burdens—more than 
they can bear.” 


MEASURES OF RELIEF. 


ERTRAND ADOUE is the chair- 
man of a committee which dis- 
tributes money for the relief of 

those who are without homes. The oth- 
er members of the committee are Mor- 
ris Lasker and William V. McConn. Mr. 
Adoue is a banker. He has proven a 
great strength to Galveston. He said 
to the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 

“Our committee was given $460,000 of 
the relief money. With this we were 
to shelter the homeless. In the be- 
ginning we made some unavoidable mis- 
takes, but we soon reduced the distri- 
bution to a system which has enabled 
us to get “along very well. 

“It is a big work, this thing of dis- 
tributing relief among so many thou- 
sands of homeless people as there were in 
Galveston the.morning after the storm. 
We secured four inspectors to investi- 
gate claims, paying them each $75 
per month. We fixed the maximum for 
home-building at the contract price for 
a frame house 17x37 feet and with three 
rooms. The first contracts were let at 
$359, and this was the most any appli- 
cant could get. We awarded contracts 
for 10 homes at this figure, and after- 
ward 100 others at $350 each. This re- 
lief was given to persons who ha@ lots 
from which the houses had been swept. 
Every person made application upon a 
blank form, and his claim was investi- 
gated by the inspectors. If the appli- 
cant was entirely without means we

“We have had a hard time of it here—

secretary, and myself. Men who lost 
homes worth $5000 and $10,000 havgtome 
to us for felief. We would il them 
$350 if without means of their own, and 
$250 if they were able to contribute 
something themselves. We distributed 
alike to all; and some of the applicants 
could not understand our right to do 
this.

Roofers were for awhile receiv- 
ing $10 a day, and mechanics of al 
trades are now working for $5 and $6 a 
day. These are mostly engaged in mak- 
ing repairs, for every building in Gal- 
veston was damaged.

POWER OF THE LAKES. 


Water Made to Turn the Machines 
of Great Enterprises at ,Sault 


most economical contrivances have been 
brought into play. The digging, whether 
in dirt or rock, is done by gteat steam 
shovels, taking out their yards of clay or 
tons of rock at a dipperful. Power drilis 
and channeiers for cutting the rock ag it 
lies in place, thus leaving a solid wall of 
the original strata, are operated by com- 
pressed air, which is. distribyted along 
the length of the work and gan.be tapped 
almost anywhere by the turn of a valve. 
Great pile drivers are sinking timbers for 
a support to the smooth timber floors and 
sides of the canal in places where the walls 
are earth, so that there shall be as little 
friction as possible and the Water be de- 
livered with the practical head as close to 
the theoretical as skill will permit. 

At the lower end of this immense canal 
the foundations are now in for a power 
house, of stone and concrete, to be 1380 
feet long and 100 feet in height and width. 
In this power house the water will have a 
fall of 17 feet, and it will be made to pass 
through 80 great turbines, now under con- 
struction in a Massachusetts shop. These 
wheels will drive dynamos sufficient to give 
50,000 horse power. The electrical installa- 
tion witl be by the WesWnghouse compa- 
ny and of the latest desigm ; 

These two canals, one on each side the 
Sault river, willanot take all water of the 
flow of Lake Superior in excess of what 
may be needed to operate the ship locks 
and float vessels in the ship canals there. 
So wark has commenced cy a third power 
canal for the company. This is to be of al- 
most the size of the Michigan Canai, and 
will be located on the Canadian side, some 
distance back from the river. It will not be 
needed for some years, and will be ready 
then. Rock from this excavation and that 
of the Michigan Canal is being uBed in the 
construction of the handsome but plain 
manufacturing buildings of the company 
on both sides the international boundary. 

The company has leased a part of the 
power to be derived from its Michigan 
Canal to the Union Carbide Co., and an- 
other part to the American Alkali Co., and 
the price for power to these companies i« 
but $10 per horse power per year. At this 
figure there is a large net revenue from 
the canal, and a considerable power to be 
used in other ways. 

In order that the diversion of such a tre- 
mendous quantity of water @s will low 
through these three power canals may not 
permanently lower the level of Lake Su- 
perior, the company will, the present win- 
ter, begin the construction of remedial 
works at the head of the rapids of Ste, 
Marie. These are planned by its engineers, 
under the supervision of its consulting en- 
gineer, Alfred Noble, and will be installed 
under the direction of the war depart- 
ment bureau of engineers. It Is intended 
that as the flow through the power canals 
increases, the dams of the remedial works 
shall be increased similarly, so that the 
facility of flow through one shall be offset 
by a retardation through the other, and in 
time, when all the available water shall 
pass through the canals, the rapids of Ste. 
Marie shall be dry and the Chippewa shad 
no longer fish or plunge reckless tourists 
through the mighty flood. Them every 
drop of water running out from Lake 5u- 
perior shall have its work, either to turn @ 
wheel or bear a ship.

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Graceful Designs Selected 
in a Competition Where 
Several Hundred 

Were Entered. 


HESE gowns won the prizes in a cos- 

2Q tume design contest recently con- 

ducted by a Philadelphia newspaper. 

The contest Was in two parts—the first that 

of designing a tailor-made gown, and the 

second an evening toilette. Here are the 
descriptions: 

The first prize was awarded for a de- 
sign of white lace over a white silk slip. 
The square yoke effect was formed by gold 
Jace embroidery, sash of light blue mous- 
Beline, siceves also touched in same man- 
her, 

By the way of contrast, the second prize 
Bown is fashioned of handsome black panne 
velvet. The flare skirt has a front of black 
lace, with design threaded in gold. Down 
either side of the front and extending 18 
inches along the hem was a trimming of 
black veivet passementerie outlined in gold, 
The corsage was covered with lace enliv- 
ened with bow of pink panne velvet, vo 
bows of velvet trimmed the sleeves. 

Five consolation prizes were awarded. 
The first was for a gown'of white crepe de 
chine, draped over the shoulders and bust 
with white chiffon. The white chiffon ruffles 
are edged with rose quilling of same around 
bottom of skirt, The tops of sleeves, trim- 
ming on corsage, down left ‘side of skirt 
and around top of ruffle are trimmed with 
gold lace applique. Tea roses decorate front 
of corsage and skirt; this, with a high- 
shaped girdle of white satin completes the 
tollet. 

The material used for the second consola- 
tion gown Is of sheer black silk grenadine 
chenille, striped and dotted, and made over 
silver-spangled chiffon, with foundation 
skirt of white taffeta, finished at the bot- 
tom with lace edged ruffie. The drop skirt 
is made with grdéups of tucks at the sides 
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and also in the back, and is edged. with tiny 
quilling of black chiffon. The yoke is made 
of black Venise applique. The bodice is of 
silk grenadine, gathered loosely, forming a 
blouse, with short sleeves of Venise ap- 
plique. A pointed bolero is formed by the 
lace and is conected with the black panne 
girdle by narrow straps of black velvet rlb- 


bon. The bottom of girdle is piped with 
geranium pink. The bodice is draped at the 
neck with white chiffon and is caught at 
the shoulders with tiny jeweled buckles. 
The bow is of black panne, faced with ger- 
anjum pink. Wherever the applique is used 
the material is cut away to show more 
plainly the silver-spangled chiffon. 


The third consolation combipation con- 
sists of a low satin, waist, sleeves and 
flounce of pale yellow chiffon, trimming of 
black velvet; sleeves and waist are shirred. 

The fourth consolation is an evening 
gown of pale yellow panne velvet. Design 
on skirt and bolero is of gold embroidery, 
yellow jewels and pearls. The skirt is made 


with a fine cluster of tucks extending down 
about ten inches; around the bottom it has 
a knife pleating of pale yellow chiffon. The 
corsage has an embroidered bolero extend- 
ing over the top of the arms to form a 
short sleeve; the front is of pleated 
chiffon, with three straps of satin caught in 
the center, with buckles of pearls and yel- 


low jewels. The crushed girdle is of tur- 
quoise blue panne, and the decoration on 
the top of the sleeves are butterfly bows of 
chiffon, knotted with velvet., 

The fifth consolation is also an evenirfs 
gown and is of white chiffon over and 
cream, lace with foundation of pearl white 
satin. The collar, sleeves, skirt and piece

WHY WE LAUGH. 
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Nerves and Muscles Played 
Upon By the Impulse 
of Another Per- 
son's Hilarity. - 


T. TOUIS physicians say laughter is 
S contagious. This outward sign of 

merriment, they hold, springs from 
the soul es well as the heart. Its impul- 
giveness varies with the temperament of 
the individual. , 

Recently Henry Johnson, an aged negro, 
was sent to the St. Louis City Hogpital for 
observation es to his mental condition. 
Happiness was his delusion. He laughed 
continuously and the least remark, whether 
himorous or otherwise, would set him in 
an uproar. 

He was taken into custody at a meeting, 
which it was said he had disturbed by his 
loud peals of laughter. He was an inmate 
of the hospital less than a week when the 
“contagion” read to his fellew patients 
and the most matter-of-fact incident started 
the laughing chorus. 

Every time Johnson laughed the others 
laughed. The hospital physicians decided 
that Johnson’s jollity was due to natural 
causes and after a brief stay he was re- 
leased from the institution. 

Dr. John M. Dean says: “‘There are some 
people who never laugh, just as there are 
others who never weep. 

“It is not so much the state of mind that 
produces the facial transformation called 
jaughter as the spirit which moves the soul 
to action. 

“An individual, without worry and pos- 
sessing above*all a clear conscience, will 
always be disposed to laugh. 

“A frivolous girl is such because her 


*“mind is untroubled and she looks only at 


the gay side of life. Take her in company: 
She is ready to laugh when others do and 
will frequently giggle until the muscles of 
her face are strained. She will go into a 
church where all is silence and solemnity 
and the least untoward incident will give 
her the giggles, which, properly speaking, 
fs the superlative degree of laughter. 

“The darky’s is a_ ringing, continuous 
laugh. He of us all seems ever free of 
worldly cares. We refer to the idiot’s 
laugh His mind is gone; his sense and 
reason are gone and, hollow-brained, he 
gives vent to naught but laughter.

From the begin- 
ning to the end of the performance the 
situations may abound in all sorts of hu- 
mor, the audience may be splitting its 
sides with laughter, yet the one who has 
caused the outburst will retain a sober, 
stern expression.

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THE MYSTERY OF CONTAGIOUS 
LAUGHTER EXPLAINED. 
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HOW THE LAUGH AFFECTS MUSCLES 


H® laugh originates in the risorius or smiling muscle, consisting of a small 
bundle of nerves, which draw out the mouth, 
the masseter muscle to the corners of the mouth. This movement instantly

MARVELOUS REPRODUCTIONS OF FLOWERS IN GLASS 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 4. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
HE.Ware collection of Blaschka ‘glass 
-E models of flowers in the-Harvard Mu- 
seum is apparently better known to 
visitors than any scientific collection, 
whether of flowers or other objects. 

The models are made by a secret process 
by Leopold Blaschka and his son Rudopih 
in Germany and secured to the university 
by the generosity of Mrs. Elizabeth C. Ware 
and. Miss Mary L. Ware of Boston, who 
have established it as a memorial of the 
late Dr. Charles E. Ware, of the Harvard 
class of 1834. The elder Blaschka died in 
1895, leaving his son to continue the work 
alone. While the two were working to- 
mether the number of models received at 
Harvard in a year sometimes amounted to 
over 100, including the branch with its flow- 
er, and certain special details on a magni- 
fied scale; but for the last two or three 
years the average number of models re- 
.cefved has been in the meighborhood of 20 
(or 25. The total mumber of plants now 
‘shown in the cases at the museum is 678, 
besides 2424 illustrative detafis. 


The first point to strike the attention, 
| perhaps, is that the models do not look like 
‘glass at all. A blade of grass has the 
| translucency not of glass, but of the orig- 
inal growing in the fields. The surface of 
the leaf of a water plant is nothing like 
the surface of a piece of glass, but has the 
waxy effect of the real leaf. The very hairs 
or tiny excrescences which grow on the 
stems of certain plants, are reproduced 
with an accuracy which one would have 
thought beyond human skill to obtain. This 
wonderful accuracy is well brought in a 
report made from a strictly scientific point 
of view, several years ago, by a contributor 
to the Botanical Gazette. Speaking of the 
model of the thorny aralia, the writer said: 

‘The building up of the _coniplex inflor- 
escence with its multitudinous minute flow- 
ers, is almost past belief. In this cluster, 
with its flowers so small that their struc- 
ture can be seen only with a lens, while 
many of its buds are so minute as to be Iin-

distinguishable to the naked eve, I counted, 
of buds, blossoms and developing frult, 
from 2000 to 3000. And yet every flower has 
its five petals, and five alternating stamens 
with iong filaments. I sought to find on the 
under part of the cluster some flowers per- 
haps less carefully done, as being practical- 
ly out of sight, but they were all equal in 
their perfection. The immense compound 
leaf shows the spines scattered irregularly 
along the stalk and midribs, The pa'e under 
surface of the leaflets is quite invisible, 
owing to the position of the leaf on the 
card. Were every specimen in the collec- 
tion to be inverted, the same accurate work 
would be seen.’’ 

The color is naturally the most effective 
characteristic of the Blaschka models—its 
freshness, its brilliancy or tenderness as 
the case may be, and its absolute truth to 
the natural flower. In some instances the 
color appears to be a pigment laid in the 
glass, but for the most part it is in the 
glass itself. In neither case has it faded in 
the slightest degree, so far as the closest 
observation can tell, even in models received 
10 or a dozen years ago. 


Another striking point about the glass 


flowegs is their seeming fragility and their SKETCH OF MODEL 


real toughness and durability. One would 
suppose that at least half of them would 
be broken in the transit from Germany to 
this country, but:as a matter of fact, prac- 
tically all arrive at the museum as perfect 
as when they left the Blaschka studio. The 
greatest care, of course, is taken to pack 
them securely for the voyage. Each speci- 
men, with its illustrative details, is wired 
to a piece of heavy white, cardboard, prop- 
erly labeled. This piece of cardboard is 
glued to the bottom of a heavy pasteboard 
box, which is packed in straw in a woceglen 
case, which in turn is bundled in more straw 
and sewed finally in a covering of burlap. 
The models have until recently been left on 
the cardboard to which they were original- 
ly fastened, but the cardboard, it has been 
found, is liable to warp, bringing a strain 
on the glass which sometimes causes it to 
break. Accordingly it is proposed to trans- 
fer the whole collection to tablets of white

plaster of Paris and the change has already 
been begun. 

The Harvard collection—the main part 
of it, that is—is intended to represent, as 
fully as-shall be possible in the lifetime of 
Rudolph Blaschka, the affinities of the prin- 
cipal flowering plants of North America, in 
the territory, particularly, of the United 
States. Beginning, that is, with the lower 
forms like the pine, the collection passes 
in order upward through the orchid, the 


cactus, the rhododendron, the rose (to name 
only an example here and there), to the 
most highly developed plants, like the dan- 
delion, the daisy, the burdock, the thistle 
and the aster. In attractiveness the cases 
vary as the flowers are more or less bril- 
liant; but though it Is desired that the col- 
lection shall be as beautiful and striking 
as may be, the scientific progression from 
the lower to the higher forms, embracing 
the plainest as well as the showlest bios- 
soms, is the object aimed at. 

The models are, of course, all sife-size, 
ranging from the humblest and smallest 
field flower to such superb specimens as 
a great branch of the eucalyptus, two and 
a half feet long. Each tablet, or card, in- ° 
cludes the flowering branch and magnified 
studies of any details of the flower which 
possess special interest for botanists. Usu- 
ally there are three or four of these de- 
tails—including pretty regularly the stamen 
and transverse and longitudinal sections of 
the ovary—and often as many as seven or 


. Might, where some peculiarity in the struc- 


ture of other parts, as the stigma, the style, 
the plant hairs, or the pollen grains, is to 
be brought out. 

Besides the main collection just de- 
scribed, two supplementary ones have been 
formed. One is in connection with the 
department of economic botany, and shows 
the natural state of the plants producing 
Indian corn, /cotton, coffee, tea, tobacco, 
chocolate and the like, each model being 
surrounded by specimens of the commercial 
product. A second collection illustrates the 
relation between insects and plants, and is 
divided into two parts—one to explain the 
phenomena: of cross-pollenation by Insects; 
and the other displaying the habits of 
plants which, like the Venus’ fly-trap and 
the pitcher plant, ensnare insects and de- 
vour them as food. The examples shown 
in this last section are perhaps the most 
striking models in the museum. 

Remarkable as the Ware collection now 
is, it is to be considered as only the begin- 
ning of the great and systematic exhibition 
which Harvard will have to show in coming 
years, if Rudolph Blaschka’s life is pro- 
longed. He is now 43 years old, an artist 
possessing a unique and unequaled process 
of copying the most delicate and perishable 
of natural things and a botanist of the keen- 
est observation and the greatest love for his 
subject. He has twice visited this country 
to collect and study such native plants as 
cdild not be transported or grown in Eu- 
rope from seed or bulbs, going as far south 
as the island of Jamaica and west to Ari- 
zona and California.

Even the babies 
crawling about the hearth amused them- 
selves with clinkers and bits of nail rod 
for playthings. Young woman with colored 
“kerchiefs” bound about their head to pro- 
tect their hair, their muscular arms bare 
to the shoulders, stood pumping the bel- 
lows, and alternately bending over the an- 
vil, deftly using a hammer in one hand, 
and working another hammer with the foot 
by means of a treadle attachment. 

This Was severe work and poorly paid in 
those da en shillings per week in truck 
at the vi store—and if the work was at 
all faulty it was “‘tailed,’’ thereby reducing 
even this meager pay. Twelve hours per 
day were these daughters of Vulcan re- 
quired to labor their youth away in this 
manner for a mere pittance. 

In a village where nails were made, the 
houses were but for the purpose, having 
a “stall” attached which contained the 
hearth. These stalls rented for about four 
pence per week. Families working in this 
way were called “free workers’ because 
they were paid by the pound or hundred 
weight.

rods at the village store. These rods were 
in sizes to correspond to the size of the natis 
to be madé and were paid for in nails at 4 
fixed price. The nails were supposed to 
welgh back at about 75 per cent of the 
weight of the rods, allowing 25 per cent for 
dross and other waste—a liberal allowance 
one would think, in these days of machine 
accuracy. In Staffordshire alone more than 
50,000 people were employed in this manner. 

What a curious comment on human nature 
to note that these families, including w0- 
men were the foremost to resist the en- 
croachment of modern labor-saving machin- 
ery, even to the use of destructive force. 

The first patent for a nail machine wa’ 
granted by King James to his trusty knight, 
Sir Bevis Bulmer, in the year 1606. It is 
recorded “that the said Bir Bevis Bulmer 
hafe invented a new, apt or compendius 
forme or kinde of engine or instrument to 
be put in use driven and wrought withgl by 
water or waterworks as well for the con- 
cerning a quicker and more apt and spyedy 
ways and meaygs then knowne experimented 
and used within our realms and Dominion’'s 
within the Tyme of man's memory for, in, 
about the cutting of tron into small bars or 
Rodds to serve for the making of nayles for 
the necessary use and service of us and 
our subjects."’

machine, but It was not @ success, Other 
trusty subjects continued to invent and 
patent mall machinery for the next 200 
years, but not until the year 1811, when a 
Birmingham firm made the experiment of 
cutting or shearing nails off a sheet of fron, 
was @ nail machine considered a success. 
Americans adopted the same principle and 
improved upon it so that about the year 
1820, cut nails could be made by machinery 
both tn England and America. 

It is one thing to invent and perfect ma- 
chinery, but it 1s quite another thing to 
have it adopted and brought into gener?! 
use. For 40 years the nail machine was 
kept in the background, while the great 
bulk of the world’s supply of nails was 
made by hand, 

The first machinery for making horse- 
shoe nails that could be considered at @!! 
successful was put in operation in 1872, but 
it required 10 years to overcome the pre)v- 
dice in favor of bend-made nails, For stil! 
another decade shoeing smiths, after round- 
ly cursing the “new-fangled” things, would 
tilt the heads and tip the points to agree 
with their own ideas,

Twenty years ago we had two qualities of 
cut nalis, fron and steel. They were made 
practically the same way, with a very sim- 
ple machine, which chopped the nail from 
the end of a flat strip of metal. This metal 
strip corresponded in width and thickness 
to the length and size of the nail to be 
made. They were fed into the machine by 
hand, the taper of the nail necessitating 
turning the strip the reverse side up, as 
each nail was cut.\ As the blanks were cut 
they were caught between the jaws of & 
vise and the larger end pressed with e dle 
to form the head. This completed the proc- 
ess and the nails were dropped inte «@ 
trough leading to the keg. 

It was a common thing for an iron nail 
made in this manner to split when being 
driven, the pronge following the grain of 
the wood in different directions. Steel nails 
made in this way Were better because of 
superior toughness which renders them 
pliable enough to clinch. The price of steel 
nails ranged about 2% cents more per pound 
than fron. Iron nails were often treated to 
an annealing process which anewered the 
same purpose.

HEN the season of social gayety 
W opens before us in New York, with

She Is Entering Her 81st Year, but Is as Actively Engaged in Alleviating Suffering as She 
Was When She Stood in the Ditches During the Crimean War, 
Binding Up the Wounds of Soldiers. 


¥Y visit to Mise Nightingale was an

unexpected pleasure. 


M letter inviting me to call, and, with 


Mrs. Ta!mage, I went. Miss Nightingale is 
a very wonderful woman in appearance. 
She Hes prostrate upon a lounge and sel- 
dom, if ever, walks across the floor. Ap- 
parently ‘she is in perfect health, and her 
countenance is an illumination of kind- 
ness, sympathy and tenderness such as I 
never saw in any other. It is impossible 
for a person like her to have been forty or 
fifty years engaged in the alleviation of 
suffering without- having it radiate her 
countenance. 


Ehe is just entering her elghty-first year, 


but Is as actively engaged in the work of 


alleviating suffering as she was when she 
stood in the ditches during the Crimean 
war binding up the wounds of the sol- 
diers when there were no hospitals. Much 
of her time is spent instructing classes of 
nurses. She trains them and* gives valua- 
ble suggestions because of her great expe- 
rience. In addition, she ts president of one 
of the largest of London’s many hospitals. 

She was in touch constantly with the 
war in South Africa, making suggestions 
and through her pen, appealing for funds. 
Miss Nightingale is as much interested to- 
day as she ever wasinall organizations 
‘having as their object the assuagement of 
suffering. 

I had some facts which had not before 
been published in regard to the famine in 
India, and when I recited these to her she 
immediately took her pencil and paper 
from a table at the side of her couch and 
recorded the facts, all the while plying me 
with inquiries in regard to the awful hun- 
ger in India. 


Stic talked most interestingly of the 
Criméan war, Balaklava, Inkermann and 
Sebastopol; Her reminiscences of the hap- 
pénings of this period are most wonderful. 
She expreséed a desire, notwithstanding 
lier age, to live on many years that she 
might’ continue the work of planning for the 
rélfef of suffering humanity. 


Miss Nightingale never knew until I told 
her. that she was called by the soldiers of 
the Crimean hospitals “The Lady of the 
Lamp.” The soldiers gave her this title be- 
cause of the amount of work she accom- 
plished among them at night—visiting the

trenches, barns, battle-flelds and wherever 
there were suffering and wounded men to 
be found. 

It is a great inspiration to look at her 
wonderful face. She said she did not want 
to die while there was so much suffering in 
the world. 

I asked her if her work had not been a 
great strain in her nervous system. She 
answered: 

“We did not have time to think of our- 
selves. We just gave our entire attention 
to others, and we never got through, conse- 
quently we d@ not feel the strain.”’ 

Before leaving her I said there was no 
poetry in war, but dreadful prose. 

She replied that, while war was dreadful! 
prose, there was much poetry to be found 
in the behavoir of soldiers after they were 
wounded and by their touching kindness 
to their comrades. 

Miss Nightingale informed me that dur- 
ing the entire time she had been on bat- 
tleflelds and among men who were without 
& restraining influenec she had never 
once been ifnsulted or heard one word 
spoken which should not have been uttered. 
They were all gentlemen, she deciared. 

She said she had never been happy until 
she began that line of work, and since be- 
ginning it she had never had an unhappy 
day. It is not generally known, perhaps, 
that she sacrificed a great deal for the 
work upon which she entered. She was 
born in luxury, was a deep scholar, a 
master of languages, a queen in the draw- 
ing room, and could have lived in luxury 
had she so chosen; but instead she slected 
a life of privation for herself ministering 
to the suffering. 

I think she wiil live many years. Although 
her powers of locomotion are interfered 
with and she cannot move around, there 
is a healthfulness and vigor in her conver- 
sation that prophesies wonderful longevity. 

In @ room communicating with that in 
which she spends her time there are a 
number of chairs. This is her audience 
chamber. The committees of hospitals and 
other charities in which she is interested 
meet there, and she communicates with 
them through her sercetaries. 

In instructing nurses, however, they come 
to the side of her couch and there receive ~ 
the benefits of her experience. The whole 
English nation reverences her, and her en- 
tire life is illustrative of the greatness of 
her soul and self-sacrifice.

LORENCE NIGHTINGALE, although 


81 years old, is still engaged in help- 
ing train nurses, and so aids in the 

good work she began years ago. 
Florence Nightingale was born in Flor- 
ence, Italy, the daughter of a rich English 
resident, and from the beautiful city of her 


birth derived her name. If ever human be- 


ing had a vocation she had one for nursing. 
As a child she endowed her dolls with all 


manner of complaints and nursed, ban- 


daged and drugged them. Later she prac- 
ticed on her playmates, and her room was 
filled with bottles of fluid which she was 
pleased to imagine medicine. 


Taken to Egypt as a girl she seized the 
opportunity to minister to sick Arabs and 
earn their boundless gratitude. 

When the time arrived for her to make 
her debut in the exalted society of which 
she was entitled to be an ornament she did 
nothing of the kind. London was interest- 
ing to her only because it contained so many 
suffering people. She cared not for the 
palaces, but for the slums and hospitals. 

After gaining experience in a famous Ger- 
man hospital she established herself in Lon- 
don a8 a nurse, and was already famous 
and honored when war broke out and the 
English nation was thrilled by tales of hor- 
ror and pestilence from the Crimea. Three 
feet of snow was on the ground and 18,000 
men were in the hospitals. 

' It was necessary to send a relief corps 
of nurses. Miss Nightingale wrote to Sir 
Sydney’ Herbert, secretary of war, offering 
her services. By a cross mail he wrote to 


_— 


her asking her to head the expedition. 

In France as in England she was hailed 
as an angel of mercy. When ske and her 
34 nurses crossed the Channel they were 
met at Boulogne by the women of the town, 
who carried the baggage of the expedition 
on their backs. Inkeepers refused to accept 
money from them. Poor people sought to 
touch the hems of their skirts. 

For once in their history France and Eng- 
land were united in an impulse of generous 
and beautiful emotion. 

The battle of Inkermann had just been 
fought when Florence Nightingale and her 
nurses arrived at the Crimea. There were 
miles of sick and wounded, with no pro- 
vision for their succor. The horrors of 
that camp, where men were dying by hun- 
dreds, could not be exaggerated. 

Many historians have attempted to tell 
what Florence Nightingale became to those 
suffering wretches, but every Crimean vet- 
eran proclaims that no words can ever be 
coined to express it. “The Lady of the 
Lamp” went everywhere, suffered every- 
thing, slept not, and the passionate eager- 
ness with which the stricken watched for 
her face was suggestive of religious adora- 
tion rather than any merely human relation, 

It was not alone the genius for personal 
ministration that made her great, but she 
combined with this a genius for organiza- 
tion and executive, a superb will that en- 
abled her to triumph over brutal official 
jealousy, slander and mistrust, and a com- 
prehension of the art of nursing so pro- 
found that to this day there is not in tne 
whole world a more respected authority on 
the subject. 

Her labors, which would have wreeked 
the life of a woman not sustained by the 
spiritual fire that burned within her, lasted 
a year. 

The English nation, from Queen Victoria 


down, prepared a great welcome home for 
her; it was characteristic of her that she 
stole into England like a thief in the night 
and hastened to seclude herself. 

But the queen was not to be denied, Miss 
Nightingale was commanded to appear be- 
fore her sovereign and all the tenderness 
and admiration of which Victoria’s woman- 
ly heart was capable was lavished upon her 
in that interview. 

Decorations were bestowed upon her “by 
most of the rulers of Europe, including the 
sultan. The English nation, ever practical 
in its gratitude, made her a present of 
$250,000. She used the money, every penny 
of it, to found the Florence Nightingale 
School for Nurses, one of the most val- 
uable philanthropic and scientific institu- 
tions in the world. 

Florence Nightingale’s life since then has 
been incessantly active and dedicated sing- 
ly to the relief of suffering. In addition to 
practical labor she has written much that 
is valuable on nursing and hospital work. 
Some of her aphorisms are witty. For ex- 
ample, “‘The first requirement of a hospital 
is that it shall do the sick no harm.” And 
again, in advocating the presence of a 
caged bird in a sick room, “The song- 
ster’s primary virtue lies in its being un- 
able to talk.” 

During the American civil war the: fed- 
eral government asked her advice about 
field hospital work, and the assistance she 
rendered was very valuable. The official 
testimonial she obtained for this service is 
paralleled by a similar one from the French 
government. 

At the outbreak of the war in South Af- 
rica Lord Salisbury’s government con- 
sulted her on the subject, and in spite of 
her age and infirmity she proved the same 
clear-sighted Florence Nightingale as of 
old. 
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 STEAMBOATING ON THE 


YUKON. 


"As Purser 
Gold Dug From 


LIAM B. DROWN, a 8t. Louisan, 
\U who is engaged in steamboating 

on the Yukon river, in the Klon- 
dike region, has handled more gold under 
‘perilous conditions than any other St. Louis 
man. 

Every month, during the season that the 
Yukon is navigable, he has charge of nearly 
$1,000,000 in gold dust and’ nuggets brought 
down from the gold flelds and shipped to 
the mint in San Francisco. 

Mr. Drown is a son of Capt. Percival 8. 
Drown, secretary of the Mississippi and 
Ohio River Pilots’ Association, and he is 
now in St. Louls. visiting with his parents 
at 6741 Vernon avenue. He is purser of the 
steamer Susie, owned by the Alaska Com- 
. anercial Co. and plying between St. Michael, 
on the west coast of Alaska, on the Yukon 
river, to Dawson, the metropolis of the 
Klondike goldfields. 

A purser on the big steamboats on the 
Yukon is equivalent to first clerk on the 
Mississippi and Missouri river steamers. 

Mr. Drown says that there are more 
wrecks and accidents on the Yukon than 
on the Mississippi, but that this is due to 
the inferior boats that are in service there. 
~ People are so anxious to get to th gold- 
flelds that they are willing to take passage 
on any kind of a vessel. 

Mr. Drown learned steamboating on the 
Mississippi, Missouri and Ohio rivers be- 
‘fore he left St. Louis, nearly twenty years 
ago. He tired of interior navigation and 
went to sea. He became associated with the 
Pacific Mail Co. and foy many years was 
in their employ. He has voyar*’ over the 
Pacific Ocean from San Fran....v to China, 
to Australia and to South America. He was 
purser on one of the finest of the Pacific 
Ocean steamers when the gold fever in the 
Kiondike was at its acme. He relinquished 
his position and went to the goldfields. He 
achieved little success as a miner and 
drifted back to steamboating. Mr. Drown 
likes the Yukon quite well and has no de- 
sire to come back to the States As San 

Francisco is the headquarters of the com- 
pary by which he is employed, he makes 
his home there. He will remain in St. Louis 

until January, when he will return to Cali- 

fornia, and he will be back at St. Michael 
by the first of next June to take out his 
boat.

TEAMBOATING in Alaska is not ma- 
S terially differwit from what it is here. 
The navigatiqa ews are not go strict 
there as here, and not much effort is made 
to enforce those that exist. Consequently, 
the business is open for everybody, and 
that means that many kinds of craft are 


plying the rivers. However, the wealthy 


companies, which are abie to offer the pub- 
lic the best and safest passage, obtain the 
cream of the business. : 

The Alaska Commercial Co., by whom I 
am employed, has a line of steamboats be-

workmen nearly across the continent. She 
is aS magnificently built as any of the 
boats here and the trip up the Yukon can 
be made as pleasantly as a pleasure trip on 
the rivers here in the States. 

The steamboat season on the Yukon is 
short, and all is hustle and bustle till it 
closes. The river fills early with ice, and 
after the ice forms all navigation must 
cease. No boat could penetrate the (‘ice 
gorges of the Yukon iQXt the winter. The 
river opens the last of May or the first of 
June. The ice begins to form late in Sep- 
tember or early in October, and then the 
season is over. 

Our boats start from St. Michael. In or- 
der to get into the Yukon we have to go 
south 90 miles through the Behring Sea to 
the mouth of the river. No seagoing vessel 
can approach near the mouth of the Yukon. 
Thiy’ is because of the vast banks built by 
the debris brought down by the ice and the 
volcanic scoriae discharged into the Yukon, 
Once on -the river it reminds one of a trip 
up the Missouri. 

The Yukon is 60 miles wide at its mouth

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and very shallow. Fifteen hundred miles in- 
land the river widens out from one to ten 
miles, and a thousand islands divide the 
channel into as many directions, Pilots who 
can safely conduct a boat through this 
labyrinth are comparatively few. 

The Yukon is one of the grandest rivers 
in the world. It is more than 2000 miles 
long and is navigable its entire length. It 
drains more than 600,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory and discharges one-third more water 
into the Bering Sea than does the Missis- 
sippi into the Gulf of Mexico. 

The distance from St. Michael to Dawson 
is 1856 miles. Because of the exceedingly 


swift current the boat consumes about 18 
days in making the trip upstream. The 
boat is always heavily freighted on the up 
trip. There are usually about 300 passen- 
gers. The boat is loaded with provisions and 
supplies for the mining regions. Nearly all 
supplies are brought from San Francisco. 
These supplies consist of all kinds of pro- 
visions and powder and mining implements 
and machinery. 

The worst trouble we have on the Yukon 
is with the laboring men—the deckhands 
and the handlers of the fuel. The coal that 
is produced in Alaska has not proved satis- 
factory. The company has a number of 


mines, but the product does not make good 
steam, and coal is found in, limited quanti- 
ties. 

For this reason wood is used principally 
by the boats. It requires from 75 to 100 cords 
a day to run a boat like the Susie, and to 
procure the wood and get it {nto the fur- 
naces requires a good many men—and la- 
borers in Alaska are few. The fuel costs 
considerable money, too. Wood is worth $3 
a cord and coal costs the company $25 a 
ton. 

The principal commodity carried back Is 
pure gold, and it is this trip that Is trying 
on the purser. 
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I am tn charge of the office and {ft is In 
the offices that the gold is stored. 

All of this gold, and sometimes it amounts 
to as much as $1,000,000, is receipted for by 
me and I am the responsible person for its 
safe keeping. 

The little bags of gold dust and nuggets 
are kept in a safe. A guard of three men, 
armed with the most approved weapons, 
constantly remains on duty before the of- 


fice door. In case of a raid on board enough 
armed men would be aroused to prevent it 
being successful, unless a small army, and 
a well-equipped one, comprised the raid- 
ers. 

So far no attempt was ever made to loot 
the office of a boat in the service of the 
Alaska Commercial Co. Nevertheless, tt is 
always a great rellef wham I get the prop- 
er receipts,

AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 


——o— 
He Wrote It for Inquiring 
Friends, Called It an Au- 
to-Analysis’ and In- 
cluded Secrets. 


UGENDBE FIELD wrote a condensed au- 
F toblography a short time before his 
death. . He printed it in a pamphlet 
to send to such persons as inquired of 
him concerning hts life, his habits and his 
loves, The cdition was small, the circula- 
tion small. He called it ‘Auto-Analy- 
siz.’’ The Cornhill Magazine has reprinted 
it, as follows: 
AN AUTO-ANALYSIS. 

“I was born in St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 3, 
1850, the second, and oldest surviving. son 
of Roswell Martin and Frances (Reed) 
Field, both natives of Windham County, 
Vermont. Upon the death of my mother 
(1856) I was put in the care of my (paternal) 
cousin, Miss Mary Field French, at Am- 
herst, Massachusetts. 

“In 1865 I entered the private school of 
Rev. James Tufts, Monson, Mass., and 
there fitted for Williams College, which in- 
stitution I entered as a freshman in 1868. 
Upon my father’s death, in 1869, I entered 
the sophomore class of Knox College, Gales- 
burg, Ill., my guardian, John W. Burgess, 
now of Columbia College, being then a pro- 
fessor in that Institution. But in 1870 I 
went to Columbia, Mo., and entered the 
State University there, and completed my 
junior year with my brother. In 1872 I vis- 
ited Europe, spending six months and 
my patrimony in France, Italy, Ireland and 
England. In May, 1873, I became a reporter 
on the St.’ Louis Evening Journal. In Octo- 
ber of that year I married Miss Julia Suth- 
erland Comstock (born in Chenango County, 
New York), of St. Joseph, Mo., at that time 
a girl of 16. We have had eight children— 
three daugiiters and five sons. 

“Till health compelled me to visit Europe 
in 1889; there I remained fourteen months, 
that time being divided between England, 
Germany, Holland and Belgium. My Jres!t- 
dence at present is in Buena Park, a north 
shore suburb of Chicago. 

‘“‘My newspaper connections have been as 
follows: 1875-76, city editor of the St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., Gazette; 1876-80, editorial writer 
on the St. Louis Journal and 8st. Louls 
Times-Journal; 1880-81, managing editor of 
the Kansas City Times; 1881-85, managing 
editor of the Denver Tribune. Since 1833 1 
have been a contributor to the Chicago 
Record. (formerly Morning News). 

“I wrote and published my first bit of 
verse in 1879; ft was entieled ‘Christmas 
Treasures’ (see ‘Little Book of Western 
Verse’). Just ten years later I began sud- 
denly to write verse very frequently; 
meanwhile (1883-1889), I had labored diligent- 
ly at writing short stories and tales. Most 
of these I revised half a dozen times. One, 
‘The Were-Wolf,’ as yet unpublished, [ 
have rewritten eight times during the last 
eight years. 

“My publications have been, chronologic- 
ally, as follows:

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WASHINGTON CELEBRATES 


WASHINGTON, Des. 8. 


Special Correspondence of the Sundsy 
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EXT Wednesday being the centennial 

anniversary of the transfer of the 

seat of government from Philadel- 

phia to Washington, the day will be ob- 

served here with ceremonies befitting its im- 
portance. 

President McKinley will receive at the 
White House the governors of states and 
territories, and in their presence Col. Theo- 
adore A. Bingham, U. 8. A., will uncover 
a model of the proposed new White House, 
and will deliver an address upon the his- 
tory of the executive mansion, which is now 
100 years old. 

In other waye throughout the city the cen- 
tennial of the capital will be observed, rep- 
resentative men from all parts of the coun- 
‘try having co-operated in the preparation 
of a patriotic program. 

The story of the establishment and growth 
of the city of Washington is of interest to 
every American. It is fa record of tedious 
delays and clashes in the early stages, dis- 
aster in time of war, and wonderful growth 
as the infant nation grew toward maturity. 

The federal government's three branches, 
executive, legislative and judiciary, were 
removed from Philadelphia to the hew cap!- 
tal city the first Monday in December, 1800. 
Gruff old John Adams was then President. 
Mrs. Adams joined in the general grumbling 
and repining at the change from the com- 
fortable Quaker City to the wilderness. The 
federal archives were loaded on a sloop and 


brought around by the Potomac river, and 


the same sloop carried many government 
» clerks and a number of the officials, The 
passengers were set down in what they re- 
garded as an unwholesome swamp, beyond 
the confines of civilization. ‘ 


The Capitol was in an unfinished state, 
When Congress assembled, only a few of the 
members could find board and lodging in 
the federal city itself. For several sessions 
the old Union Tavern at Georgetown 
swarmed with senators and representatives 
who could find no quarters in Washington. 

There wére plenty of streets here at that 

time, but very few houses. The city had 
been laid ot on a large scale, but the seat 
ef government was removed hither before 
Washington became a city except in prom- 
ises. . 
‘It was In those early days that the Por- 
tuguese minister, Serra, in mockery, called 
Washington “the city of magnificent dis- 
tances,’’ a sobriquet of which today every 
American is proud. 

When one learns that among the names 
-seriously proposed for the new city was 
“Washingtonapolis,” it is easy to under- 
stand how the early visitor from abroad 
took delight in ridiculing the place. 

The constitution provided for the estab- 
lishment of a capital city, outside the limit 
of all the states, but until 1788 nothing was 
done toward fulfilling this provision. In 
that year the legislature of Maryland 
passed an act to cede to the United States 
a district ten miles square for the seat of 
government. The next year the Virginia 
legislature passed an act of simliar im- 
port. 

In those days the South predominated in 


the councils of the nation. It was natural 
that a southern site should be chosen; and, 
furthermore, a location somewhere on the 
Potomac was desirable, because that was 
near the center of the country as then con- 
stituted. 

George Washington*had much to do with 
Selecting the site of the city which bears 


his name. He was a land surveyor, and. 


he personally superintended the first sur- 
vey of the site, coming up the river in a 
canoe hollowed out cf a@ log. 

There was a wrangle in Congress, then 
sitting at New York, over the selection of 
the site. New Engiland’s representatives 
knew they had no chance to secure the lo- 
cation of the capital, and George Thatcher 
of Massachusetts declared that it did not 
matter two dollars whether Congress sat 
at New York, Philadelphia or on the Poto- 
mac. Nevertheless, Thomas Jefferson told 
a story of a dinner party at the house of 
Alexander Hamilton, at Which certain New 
England representatives effected a ‘‘deal’’ 
with congressmen from the South, the New 
Englanders agreeing to vote for the. south- 
ern location if the southerners would vote 
to reimburse the New England states for 
certain expenses incurred during the war 
for independence. 

The Senate bill in favor of the Potomae 
site was passed and President George 
Washington signed it July 16, 179%. Atuch 
was left to the President's discretion. The 
area of his choice extended 105 miles along 
the bending Potomac, The act authorized 
him to appoint three commissioners to sur- 
vey an@ plot the federal district, to acquire 
lands by purchase or by gift, and to pro- 
vide suitable buildings for the accommo- 
dation of Congress and for the public of- 
fices of the government prior to the first 
Monday in December, 3800. 

Washington appointed Thomas Johnson 
of Maryland, Daniel Carroll of Mary.and 
and* David Stuart of Virginia. The tract 
10 miles square accepted from the states of 
Maryland and Virginia was laid out, the 
sites for the public bulldings were chosen 
and then the real difficulties grose. 

The matter of acquiring freehold titlcys io 
the land owned by private individuals was 
quite different from accepting the tecrito- 
rial title from the two states. “The ob- 
Stinate Mr. Burns,” a Scotchman who 
owned 640 acres of land and grew tobucco 
where the commissioners proposed to lay 
ouf the site of the city, became a serious 
Stumbling block. Washington was unable 
to persuade him to sell his land, no mat- 
ter what inducements were offered. Burns 
even taunted Washington to his face witia 
having risen from nothing through the ac- 
quisition of “the Widow Custis and her nizg- 
gers.’’ Washington is said to have talked 
back to Burns with emphasis. 

Finally others came to the aid of the Fa- 
ther of His Country and the godfather o% 
his country's capjtal. Burns agreed to sell, 
and on the 30th of March, 1791, 19 landowners 
signed an agreement transferring’ their 
property. 

Major Peter Charles L’Enfant, a French 
officer who ¢ame over with Lafayette, was 
the engineer appointed to draw the plans 
for the new city. The commissioners had 
planned to raise money for constructing 
the public buildings by selling lots to pri-

the British army, under Gen. Ross, en- 
tered Washington and burned the capitol. 
It is supposed that Admiral Cockburn in- 
cited the troops to pile tar barrels in the 
halls of Congress and apply the match. 
Congress met in the Supreme Court build- 
ing until the present capitol was built. 

The splendid structure of the present 
day was begun in 1818 under the direction 
of Charles Bulfinch, but it was not fin- 
ished -until 1863, in the midst of the Civil 
war. 

Im 1827 the new capitol was sufficiently 
built for temporary purposes, and was 
occupied. In 1851 the corner stone of the 
extensions was laid. Thomas Crawford's 
statue of liberty was placed upon the cen- 
tral dome, 300 feet ffom the ground, Dec. 
2, 1863, thus completing the magnificent 
structure. 

The burning of the capitol by the Brit- 
ish. was regarded’ as a national calamity at 
the time, though it is quite probable that 


the original structure, inadequate to the 
needs of Congress, would have been the 
ocasion of a long-drawn-out debate as to a 
new building had it not been burned. 

The centennial of the capital city, {it is 
understood, will mark the definite begin- 
ning of a larger and improved White 
House. 

The present executive mansion has been 
occupied 100 years. In all that time it has 
not been enlarged. John Adams had but 
32 Senators to entertain in the White 
House. William McKinley has 90 Senators 
to attend his receptions, in the same rooms. 

The total cost of the White House, in- 
cluding repairs and furnishings, has been 
about $2,000,000. Last May Congress ap- 
propriated $6000 for preliminary architectur- 
al work in the matter of remodeling the 
President’s dwelling, and Col. Bingham’s 
model is awaited with much interest. 

It embodies the present White House, un- 
altered and standing out in conspicuous re- 


Nef. Colonel Bingham combines his crig- 
inal ideas with Mrs. Harrison's scheme for 
an enlarged mansion, with wings. Mrs. 
Harrison's plans, as worked by F. D. Owen, 
an architect connected with Colonel! Bing- 


ham's office, comprise two new buildings 
like the old one, but placed at right angles 
thereto and connected by colonnades or 
wings. 

The mode] to be shown at the White 
House will include only these connecting 
wings added to the White House as it now 
appears. The larger buildings can be added 
at a later date whenever Congress sees fit. 
The connecting wings will be compiete in 
themselves until such future improve- 
ments are made, Their exterior architect- 
ure, as shown in the model, is In the form 
of cclonnades sweeping around to the rear, 
with Ionic columns similar to these that 
support the main portico, .Behind these 
may be seen a curved extension of the orig- 
inal White House walls. At the extremity 
of each colonnade wing will be shown a new 


entrance with a porte cochere facing square- 


ly south. The wings will be two stories in 
height, their columns extending to the top 
all around, 

The new wings will be divided into various 
apartments by temporary partitions, which 
may be removed to afford a clear space 
when the larger additions are built to com- 
plete Mrs. Harrison's scheme o? utilizing 
each colonnade wing as a passageway, witi 
central rotunda, for reaching the greater 
adjuncts. The extension on the west side 
of the new model is designated as the “of- 
ficial wing, that on the east the “public 
wine.” In the latter and extending 
from the east room will be a new recep- 
tion room and ample office apartments con- 
necting with those now on the second floor. 
Provision is also made for a new circular 
state dining room sixty feet tn diameter 
in the west or “‘official wing.”” On the sec- 
ond floor of this will be provided five ad- 
ditional bed rooms.

ONIGHT a million lights will sparkle 
7 all over the Republic of Mexico. The 
vast cathedrals will be brilliant with 
row after row of electric bulbs, the littie 
chapels aglow with their hundreds of can- 
dies, and great lines of Nght will stretch 
away out in the mountains where the In- 
dians are keeping watch and chanting 
prayers to the Mother of God. 

Strange scenes there will be in each Mex- 
ican town and village. Long burro trains 
with curious packs will wind in from the 
mountains.

Going for the priest to 
come and shrive his-soul, the Indian met 
the mysterious lady. He begged her not to 
detain him, telling her of his kinsman’s 
illness. She assured him that from that 
hour his uncle was restored to health and 
that she would ever be the patroness of the 
Indians of New Spain. 

He begged for a sign, and from the bar- 
ren rocks sprang beautiful roses. The lady 
commanded him to gather them and carry 
them to the bishop. Ho gathered them in 
his serape, and as she turned to leave him 
a spring of water burst from the hillside, 
which ever since has been for the healing 
of the nations. 

When Juan opened his serape to show the 
roses to the bishop he discovered, to his 
amazement, that they had been trans- 
formed into a beautiful image of the Lady 
of Guadalupe, stamped upon the cloth, This 
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convinced the bishop, who forthwith be-

The Lady of Guadalupe became the 
champion of the Mexicans in their revolt. 
Her image was.emblazoned on the banner 
around which Biidalgo frst rallied his 
troops, and “Guadalupe” became the battle- 
ery of the revolutionists. She is still con- 
sidered the prot ectress of Mexican liberties 


The present cathedral of Guadalupe {s 
the fourth that has been built as a shrine 
for the miraculous image, marking the 
spot where the roses blossomed. It is built 
of marbles of different kinds, at a cost of 
more than $1,000,000. The crown of the vir- 
gin, with other jewels and plate, may be 
estimated at $2,000,000 more. 

Around the chancel is a massive railing, 
molded of silve ‘rand gold, upon | a base of 


pure white marble, for which the Mexican 
government has offered to pay its weight in 
silver dollars. 

There also, In a-mixed gold and silver 
frame, under a strong plate glass, is pre- 
served the miraculous image of the Lady. 
It is painted on a coarse-woven cloth, ie- 
taining much of its original coloring. From 
the west entrance of the cathedral a rough 
stone parwey leads to the hs apilla del Cer-

rita—the Chapel of the Little Hill, which 
marks the spot of the virgin’s first appear- 
ance. 

Attached to this chapel is a beautiful 
cemetery in which some of the most cele- 
brated Mexicans are buried. 

Just’at the foot of the hill is the Capilio 
del Pacito—the Chapel of the Well, In the 
ante-room is thé spring which burst forth 
from the tas sebace> of the Lady. Her is 
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to be seen swarming humanity in its most 
loathsome and pitiable forms—the hait, the 
lame, the blind, the disead@ed. All beg for 
charity. 

Just outside the curio vendors drive close 
bargains in crucifixes and rosaries, and the 
shrill cries from the hot-tamale and tortilla 
stands are heard. Altogether it makes a 
picture of Mexican life that burrows in the 
memory.

Caroline Clark 
Quantrell might now be ‘iying in her, own 
cosy home, with all the ‘comforts of Jife 
and the calm assurance of ending her days 
here, among’ the friends she has known 
since her. far-off. honeym¢éon ? 

But that money, the entire estate of the 
dead guerrilla ehieftain, never reached the 
mother who, in-fact, did not receive actual 
proof of His death until after, his dust had 
slept ten years in: the Catholic ‘Cemetery 
at Louisville, Ky. | 


Everybody at Canal Dover and fn the sur- 
rounding ‘country knows Mrs. ‘Quantrell, 
and all the old residents knew Clark Quan- 
trell, her'son. Here he ts known as Clark, 
not as William C. Quantrell, the name by 
which history paints him as the man of 
blood, the esthetic, almost effeminate school 
teacher who, in the wild whirl and havoc 
of the red. wattime on the border, was 
suddenly and inexplicably transformed into 
a demon, a ruthiess rough rider, charging 
through Kansas and Missouri! towns and 
villages, leaving. behind a swath of slain 
and whole streets of bereaved homes. 

Mother Quantrell, however, refuses to ac- 
cept history's estimate of her eldest son. 
“or % vears she has steadfastly defended 
his. memory against the attacks of nis ac- 
cusers, Kven now, a ward of her late 
husband's fraternal order, two years past 
fourscore, she belleves that Clark Quantrell 
was by mo means the murderous bandit 
which many consider him. 

“Clark was always a good boy,”’ 
Mother Quautrell. ‘‘He was very, 
good to me. He never forgot his old 
mother. Why, he sent me money all the 
time he was away from home, even while 
he w2s a Confederate soldier. He always 
divided his pay with me... He was kind and 
noble. . 

And the mother speaks truly as to the 
guerrilla “‘dividing his pay’’ with her, for 
it is a fact well known to the old citizens 
of thig town that Clark Quantrell quite fre- 
quentivy sent money to his mother, even 
after his name becamé a household terror 


Says 
very 
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in the Southwest, after his band had 
sacked Lawrence and Olathe and killed 
nearly every male resident in those towns. 

Sixty-four years ago Mrs. Quantrell came 
to Canal Dover. a pretty bride, from Ha- 
gerstown, Md., where she had grown up. 
Thomas Quantrell, a young school teacher, 
wooed and won the girl, whose name was 
Caroline Clark. 

The young couple passed their. honeymoon 
in a wagon, one of the early “prairie 
schooners,” driving overland to Ohio. They 
settled at Canal Dover In 1836, when Lis 
town was new. Thomas Quantrell became 
the first principal of the local public 
schools. 

In a modest little home, with vines grow- 
ing over the windows, their first child was 
born, }July 31, 1837. They named him Will- 
iam/Clark. 

Thomas Qnantrell, who held his position 

as school yilincipal until his death in 1804, 
was naturaily a man of consequence in 
Canal Dover. In those days the school- 
master was. a more important personage 
than at present. Quantrell’s superior edu- 
cation made him a citizen of note, to whom 
all questions of general dispute were re- 
ferred for settlement. He was to the people 
of that day what-the daily newspaper is to 
those of the present. He was Sir Oracle. 
» Mark Quantrell “took after’ his father, 
as the venerable survivor of the Western. 
Reserve period puts it. He was studious, 
unassuming, quiet, caring much more for 
books than for society. 

Young Quantrell had a neighborhood repu- 
tation as a poet.* He wrote verses—crude, 
but creditable for a Buckeye youth whose 
life had been passed in a small town. Some 
of these verses are still preserved here, 
written shortly before the author quit his 
native town and went to live in Kansas, in 
the dark days of border warfare, before 
the Civil war began. 

Clark Quantrell himself was a country 
school teacher in this neighborhood in his 
youth. 

Before completing his 28th year the guer- 
rilla son of this devoted mother died in 
the Louisville Military Hospital, June 6, 
1865, from a bullet wound received in a 
fight with Federal guerrillas under Capt. 
Edward Terrell. He died under an assumed 
name, though, as stated, his last request 
was that the $800 in gold be sent to his 
mother. 

With the death of the guerrilla chieftain 
the struggles of his mother began. Her 
youngest son, Thompson, had run away 
from home at the age of 20, and she heard 
from him only at long itntervals. Ten 
years ago he wrote his last letter, and 
since then the neighbors here. have believed 
him dead, but the aged mather pathetically 
clings to the conviction that he is alive 
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and some day will return to her. 

Thomas Quantrell died an Odd Feliow 
in good standing. When the wolf howied 
at the door of his aged widow, years ago, 
there were certain Odd Fellows who held 
that she should be provided for by the 
order. But there were others—this is Ohio, 
not Mississippi—who could not forget that 
this mild-mannered woman had borre a 
son who became a hated Confederate guer- 
rilla, a man whd slashed and slew his 
way through several states—and a son of 
Ohio at that! This they could not forgive. 

Yet the fact that Thomas Quantrell had 
been a true Odd Fellow swunx the pen- 
dulum in his widow's favor, and from time 
to time aid was doled out to her grudg- 
ingly. 

“If I had the $800 in gold which my boy 
Clark left to me,”’ she has been known to 
say, “I should not be compelled to accept 
this lodge help.’’ 

But the disposition of the guerrilla’s gold 
is one of those dark secrets of the war. 

Mrs. Quantrell struggled on, and man- 
aged to get along until a year or so ago. 
Then, as old as Queen Victoria, but wid- 
owed and childless, she sank into the direst 
poverty. 

The Odd Fellows of Ohio began to learn 
more as to her needs, and at last they ¢ce- 
cided to admit her to the home. So she 
was taken to Springfield this week and 
began her new life, so different from that 
which she contemplated as her closing days 
when she came to Canal Dover so many 
years ago with the Maryland bloom upon 
her cheeks—love and lifé before her. 


QUANTRELL'S LIEUTENANT, 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Dec. 8.

NE of the last of William Clark Quan- 
() trell’s followers is dying at the State 
Hospital for the Insane No. 2. He 
William Halley, who was one of the 
noted guerrilla’s trusted men and later a 
policeman for 12 years in this city. Halley 
became insane a few days ago and was 
taken to the asylum. There is little hope 
for his recovery. 

Halley was born at Frankfort, Ky., and 
is 598 years old. He came to Missouri in 
1856 and in 1861 joined Quantrell. During 
the time he was with the band the town 
of Lawrence was sacked and burned, and 
battles at Lone Jack and other places oc- 
curred, Halley then went into Price's army. 

When Halley came to the state from 
Kentucky he was only a boy, but he had 
inherited the bravery of a long line of 
Kentuckians. The family went to Weston,

suits as were common at that time. He 
worked on a farm and in the town. He 
was just of age when the war vroke out, 
and as Weston was Quantrell’s stamping 
ground for a time, it was only natural that 
he should go with the brilliant leader. He 
was in jail, guarded by Jennison’s men, 
when Quantrell rescued him. 

In after days Halley did not talk freely 
on his life with Quantrell, but he told 
many incidents of guerrilla warfare that 
have never been related by others. He 
has often said that the brutality accredited 
to Quantrell was erroneous, and has always 
defended the leader of that band. Halley 
was one of the best shots with ‘Quantrell 
and kept up his practice with the revolver 
until very recently. He had many occa- 
sions to prove his skill while on the police 
force. 

During the time he was with the guer- 
rillas Halley was in many of the fights 
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At one time he was with ten of the men 
and they were surrounded by Union sol- 
diers. There appeared to be no way of es- 
cape, as they were outnumbered ten to 
one. They took refuge in a small grove 
and waited for darkness to come. When 
night set in they rode through the lines 
of the soldiers, fighting as they went, and 
not one of them received a wound. After 
making their escape they returned and en- 
gaged a squad of the soldiers again in 
battle, killing and wounding several of 
them. 

‘“‘We had no use for spies then,’’ Halley 
said onte, when relating an incident of 
his fighting days. ‘‘l remember once when 
we were camped in the timber and there 
was a noise among the horses. I1 went 
out with another man to find the cauve and 
we captured two soldiers. They had crept 
up in the darkness and were hidden among 
the horses. They were brothers and begged 


they had and had many narrow escapes. hard for their lives when they knew they 
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were to be shot. They were killed at 
daylight the next morning. I did not shoot 
them—I felt sorry for them.”’ 

Halley rejoined Quantrell before the close 
of the war and was with him when he re- 
ceived his death wound. It was Halley 
who went with him to Kentucky, hid him 
away there and remained with him until he 
died. Halley afterward wrote tu Quantrell’s 
mother, informing her of her son's death. 

During the 12 years he was on the police 
force Halley was known as one of the best 
and oravest officers. He feared nothing, 
and when he had a revolver in his hand 
would go anywhere. When the dummy 
train was sent out on the Kansas City, 
St. Joseph & Council Bluffs Road a few 
years azo to meet the robbers at Roy’s 
Branch, Halley was one of the men in the 
express car, and fired the first shot, killing 
one of the robbers. 

Since he left the police force Halley has 
lived with his brother, who is a fireman, 
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and has not followed any occupation. Fe 
has been in poor health, but it was not 
until recently that his mind showed signs 
of giving way. When it became cvident 
that he was mentally deranged, he was 
removed to the hospital. There is iittle or 
no hope that he will ever come out again 
alive. His relatives have ‘visited him there, 
and believe they have seen him for the last 
time. 

Since Halley has been in the hospital 
one of his old comrades has pald him a 
visit. The man was a stranger, but was 
admitted to the hospital on his request to 
see Halley. The insane man looked at the 
visitor ateadily a long time, and then the 
light of recognition broke over his face. He 
called him by his first name and grasped 
his hands. They talked a long time of the 
old guerrilla days, the visitor sitting on 
the side of the couch. When Halley re- 
lapsed again into his weak mental state 
the strar.ger went away.

IGANTIC Of stature, swarthy of skin, 

t; accomplished of manner, martial in 

carrtage, romantic and impulsive of 

temperament is Robert W. Wilcox, the na- 

> tive Aawalian who l@s just been elected 

as the grst delegate to Congress from that 
territory. 

His titles are as numerous as the names 
of a Spanish baby. First it was lieutenant 
in the royal artillery of Italy; later it was 
sub-lieutenant in the Italian navy. Further 
on in his career we find him a major in 
King Kalakaua’'s army, and after that mon- 
arch was dethroned he still held his com- 
mission under Queen Liliuokalanl. Still later 
the title of Prince Vilicochi was conferred 
upon him. 

When the monarchical government was 
overthrown Wilcox became the first gover- 
nor, Each party he has followed, or led, 
as seemed most propitious. The latest 
honor conférred upon him is a seat in the 
United States Congress. 

It is @ significant fact that Wilcox should 
be victorious in this fight when it is well 
known that he had been a bitter opponent 
of the annexation of Hawaii. 

Wilcox was born Feb. 15, 1855, at Mauri, 
one of the islands of Hawailj. His father. 
William 3. Wilcox of Newport, R. LL, was 
a ship carpenter. His mother was a black 
Kanaka—a native Hawailan. 

He attended an American missionary 
school. on the island. Here. he formed an 
intimate friendship with James Kanevola 
Booth, the illegitimate son of King Dav'd 
Kalakaua. The boys grew up to early 
manhood together and while treachery and 
intrigue were common in the King’s court 
they walked on the sandy begeh and dream- 
ed of a future when they could lead the 
army and strengthen the throne. 

Then~Wlileox conceived an idea, At his 
suggestion Booth pleaded with his unac- 
knowledge’ father that the two boys be 
sent to sdme European military school tv 
prepare for a great future. King Kala- 


kana acquiesced and appointed his prime 
minister, Don Cesar Celso Moreno, as his 


ambassidor to Italy and placed the two- 


lads under his charge. In 1881 Moreno 
placed them in the Royal Military Acad- 
emy at,Turin, In 1582 the boys obtained ad- 
mission tothe Military College, and tn 1885 
were graduated and received the commis- 
sion of sub-lHeutenants In the navy.

Wilcox wooed and won the royal beajity, 
and with pride and confidence sailed with 
her for his native land. 

A bloodless revolution had taken place 
in Honolulu. The missionary party had 
overpowered the King and taken charge of 
the administration. It was then that Wil- 
cox was recalled. 

He was the idol of his people. Those who 
did not admire him feared him. All came 
beneath the spell of his influenc@ save 
Cina, the fair princess. She droopéd be- 
neath the weight of shame when she dils- 
covered that she had not married a prince 
but the son of a white carpenter and a 
black woman. ‘ 

A court of admirers had Wilcox, but she 
whose love he craved above all steeled her 
heart. In 1889 Princess Gina deserted Wrtl- 
eox and came to America. Wilcox traced 
his fair consort to San Francisco. She 
would have nothing to do with him. Sur- 
rounded by her servants, she withdrew 
from the world. She occupied apartments 
in the Grand Central Hotel, and rarely 
was her lovely face seen by the crowds 
who watched for a glimpse of the princess, 

There she gave birth to a daughter—the 
only child of the union. For days the 
mother’s life was despaired of. When she 
grew stronger, at her urgent request the 
baby was brought to her. 

The child, as often happens, had harked 
back to the type of its grandmother. Negro 
blood showed in it unmistakably. 

The princess almost ravel in delirium 
when she discovered this. She begged that 
the child be taken from her sight for- 
ever. 

Death claimed the tiny bit of humanity 
and the young mother, more relieved than 
grieved, fied to Italy. 

In 189% Pope Leo annulled the marriage. 
However, no divorce was granted until last 
August, when the Court of Turin rendered 
to the princess a legal separation from 
Wlicox on the ground of polygamy. For 
in the meantime, In 1896, he had married 
the Prinéess Theressa Owana Kaohelejani, 
a descendant of the house cf Keona, the 
father of Kamehameha the Great.

In 1896 Wilcox was instrumental in a re- 
bellion against the Dole regime and kept 
that government in terror for several 
weeks. Finally he was captured and con- 
demned to death, and it was only through 
the influence of President Cleveland and 
Congress that the Dole government com- 
muted the sentence to 35 years’ ‘imprison- 
ment and $10,000 fine. He was soon par- 
doned. ' 

Don Cesar Celso Moreno is now in the 
United States. It was he who took Wilcox 
and the King’s son to Italy. Strangely 
enough, it was not until the court learned 
that Wilcox had married the princess under 
false pretenses and later committed poly- 
gamy that Mr. Moreno knew that Wilcox 
had deceived the people into believing him 
to be a prince. 

“Tt has taken me 21 years to learn this 
man,’’ says the old prime minister. ‘I, who 
prided myself on my judgment, have been 
deceived. 

“I have known Wilcox since he was a

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An Experiment in 


Food Conducted by 


Dr. Cyrus Edson for the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch on an Ap- 
proved Subject. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
HE new food—the “emergency ration” 
é fi —has been tested for the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch by Dr. Cyrus Edson 
and by James J. Kane, a young man whose 
interest in science led him to undertake to 
live on the food for one week. 

Mr. Kane lost seven pounds in one week. 
Fie bore the experiment cheerfully, but suf- 
fered a loss of vitality. 

The “emergency ration” has lately been 
adopted for use in the United States Army. 
Tt has been experimented with in the Ger- 
man army, where it is known in military 
slang as the “iron ration.’” The English 
army is coquetting with it. Miners take it 
to Alaska. The Dutch in South Africa have 
something like it in their ‘‘biltong.”’ 

But it is an emergency ration—not a per- 
manent diet. The Sunday Post-Dispatch 
experiments prove that. 

The emergency ration is the most com- 
pact form of food yet devised to meet the 
emergencies of campaigning, of hunters 
and travelers in wild places. 

The rations comprise more than enough 
wholesome food to sustain life preserved in 
very compact form and more or less appe- 
tizing. The new food is composed of cooked 
meat, vegetables and wheat dried and com- 
pressed. Enough sweetened tea to make 
two quarts, and some salt and pepper are 
included with each day’s rations. The food 
necessary to feed a man for one day is 
packed in a tin can and hermetically sealed. 
A man can readily carry several days’ ra- 
tions without inconvenience. 

It is often of the utmost importance for 
soldiers on the firing line to be able to get 
regular mezls without the trouble or danger 
of building a fire and preparing food. One 
of its great advantages is that it may be 
prepared in a few minutes in half a dozen 
fcrms. It may be cooked and served as 
a@ soup, a porridge, as a well-browned hash 
or as Hamburger steak. 

The rations are carefully prepared. In 
the factory at Passaic, N. J., which was 
visited by the SundayPost-Dispatch’s repre- 
sentative, every part of the establishment 
was found as neat as any kitchen. The food 
used is of the best quality. A large room 
is inclosed in wire netting to keep off the 
flies. The meat is first cooked. The vege- 
tables include onions for their savor, peas 
for their nutrition and potatoes. After these 
ingredients have been cooked they are 
placed in ovens, where they are kept for 
hours to draw all the moisture from them. 

The next step is to compress the food into 
the smallest bulk. A powerful press is em- 
ployed to compress it into the little tablets 
familiar to the soldiers. 

The preperation of the emergency ration 
is simple. It is only necessary to boil it for 
five minutes to make a savory porridge. A 
few minutes more of cooking will serve to 
brown it into hash. The tea contained in 
each ration is sweetened, reduced to pow- 
der and pressed into a small cake. 


The food {is coarse and flaky, making it 
necessary to chew it well before swallowing. 

An exhaustive test of the new army ration 
was conducted in New York for the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch. A young man of nor- 
mal health and physical condition was fed 
on nothing but the rations for a week. 
The test was conducted by Dr. Cyrus Ed- 
son, whoa made careful daily examinations. 

The subject, Mr. James J. Kane, is a 
clerk by profession, accustomed to a 
sedentary life. The experiment was in- 
teresting, since it was conducted in a city 
and the daily life of the subject was iden- 
tical with that of the average city man. 
The “emergency” was created for him. 

Mr. Kane was comfortably housed during 
the experiment at Redner’s Hotel, Forty- 
Second street and Lexington avenue. He 
was watched throughout the test by a 
Sunday Post-Dispatch reporter, who sat 
with him while he ate, accompanied him 
on all his walks and occupied an adjoin- 
ing room while he slept. The subject was 
fed on the emergency rations prepared in 
the kitchen of the hotel and served pri- 
vately. He walked from ten to twelve 
miles daily. 

In the Sunday Post-Dispatch test the sub- 
ject was kept for the first two days on a 
normal diet. He was carefully examined 
each day. 

After the experiment was fairly under 
way, Kane’s vitality seemed to ebb. His 
skin was slightly moist and clammy to 
the touch. His appetite fell off, his pulse 
became slightly weaker and more variable 
under exertion. During the last five days 
of the test, while his diet was confled ex- 
clusively to the emergency rations, his 
weight declined nearly eight pounds. 

Throughout the he suffered no se- 
rious inconvenience.

HAVE eaten the ‘Emergency Rations’”’ 

for a week and I like them. It has 

been very little of a hardship. For the 
first few days I found the rations appe- 
tizing; later in the week they grew monot- 
onous, but never wholly distasteful. The 
test was far less of a strain than I had an- 
ticipated. I went itnto it with my mind 
made up to eat the stuff whether I liked it 
or not and it proved much more pleasant 
than I had anticipated. The soldiers whv 
have plenty of ‘““Emergency Rations’’ to eat 
do not, to say the least, need much sym- 
pathy. Yet it would not do for a steady 
diet. 

The prepared food, judging from its 
taste, contains a large percentage of meat 
and some onions. The other ingredients are 
not readily distinguished. It tastes for all 
the world like the hash one may get in the 
average dairy kitchen about New York, 
and, if anything, it is rather better. it 
seems to me more substantial and sus- 
aining. I liked it best prepared as a hash 
and browned to a crisp, but that is entire- 
ly a matter of taste. 

In order to make the experiment as com- 


test 


plete as possible, I took more exercise than 
I am in the habit of taking, at regular 
hours, and slept for ten hours each day. I 
believe I was less tired at the end of the 
day than I have often been after a day of 
my ordinary clerical work. I went to my 
meals with a fair appetite, often with a 
very good one. I slept like a top. 

1 kept a diary throughout the test, which 
follows in condensed form: 

SATURDAY, NOV, 17: 

Began the day with substantial break- 
fast of chops, potatoes and coffee at the 
hotel Read morning papers for an hour. 
Walked up Fifth avenue to Seventy-second 
street and returned (five miles). Course 
dinner at hotel followed big five-mile walk 
in the afternoon. Examined by Dr. Edson 
at @p. m. Ate hearty dinner, waised two 
miles in the evening and retired at 9:30 
p. m. 

SUNDAY, NOV. 18: 

Breakfast, eggs and fish at the hotel. 
Took six-mile walk down Fifth avenue to 
Washington Square and back to hotel. Ate 
big course dinner. Long walk in afternoon. 
Examined by Dr. Edson. Gained over three 
pounds. Supper, short walk, to bed 9:30. 
MONDAY, NOV. 19: 

Commenced diet of “emergency rations.’’ 
Ate full portion for breakfast in form of 
porridge, with cup of tea. Took usual walk 
of five miles. Dinner, consisting of rations 
prepared as Hamburger steak. Found it 
very appetizing. Usual walk In afternoon, 
followed by supper of “‘emergency” hash. 
Doctor’s examination shows no results as 
yet. Retired at 9:30. 

TUESDAY, NOV. 20: 

Slept well. Breakfast of porridge and 
tea. Regular five-mile morning walk. Felt 
no more tired than usual. Enjoyed dinner 
of ration served as Hamburger steak.

They do nearly as well as 
you could expect. Look at their parents.”’ 

And again: “The man with the hoe can 
be swept out with man's own invention, 
but the woman behind the broom came in 
with Eve, and she will go out only when 
the world goes out. All the glory and honor 
ever won by man is due, every bit of it, 
to the woman who raised the man; who 
swept him out into the world surrounded 
by the syeet influences of all good am- 
bitions.”

on a single individual of the emergency 
rations, it enables us to draw important 
conclusions:
